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PREFACE, 


HE matter gathered in the following pages is useful 
material for social history. Many insignificant facts 
are recorded and there is often a wearisome iteration in the 
old accounts, but the student of our social life will look beyond 
the details to the broad lessons they teach. Many of the old 
Corporate towns of England have been fortunate in the pre- 
servation of their local annals. The present volume is an 
attempt to make accessible the annals of a non-corporate 
community. In this effort I have been helped by the enlight- 
ened liberality of the Town Trustees, who freely placed their 
records at my disposal. 


The month of August, 1897, is the six hundredth anniver- 
sary of the granting of Lord Furnival’s Charter to his Free 
Tenants of the town of Sheffield, and, there is some appro- 
priateness in making this the occasion of ihe publication of 
the records contained in this volume. 


For the active duties of local government in Sheffield we 
now look to the Municipal Corporation, not to the Burgery ; and 
it is a sign of the times, not without its significance and in- 
terest, that the present head of the Corporation is his Grace 
the Duke of Norfolk, the descendant of Lord Furnival, who 
granted the Charter to the Burgesses in 1297. The old 
barons Furnival and the great nobles of the family of Talbot 
exercised a paramount influence in Sheffield in virtue of 
their feudal position; the Duke of Norfolk is the freely 
chosen head of the Municipality on the basis of a democratic 
franchise, and he has won the regard of every citizen. He 
has, moreover, been elected by the Freeholders one of the 
Town Trustees, and thus stands in the curious position of 
being one of his own Free Tenants. A situation that would 
have seemed anomalous to our predecessors in the 16th 
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century, appears to us a happy arrangement, and an augury 
of future good relations between the Lord of the Manor and 
the city in which his estate is situate. It marks also a 
drawing together of classes in a common effort for the good 
of all, which is one of the happiest outcomes of the demo- 
cratic spirit of the age. 


In the elucidation of Furnival's Charter I have had the 
advantage of the criticisms and suggestions of the Right 
Rey. Dr. Stubbs, the Bishop of Oxford; of Mr. C. T. 
Martin, F.S.A., of the Record Office; and of Mr. S. O. 
Addy, M.A. The latter gentleman has taken the liveliest 
interest in the work, and has assisted me in many ways. 
For the transcript of the old book of accounts I am indebted 
to the care and practised skill of Miss Kate S. Martin, 250, 
Portsdown road, London, W. For the index I have to thank 
Mr. Samuel Smith, Chief Librarian at the Sheffield Free 
Library. To Mr. T. J. Flockton, Surveyor to the Town 
Trustees, and also to the Twelve Capital Burgesses, I am in- 
debted for the plan of the old town properties which faces the 
title page. Mr. C. E. Vickers, Law Clerk to the Town 
Trustees, has rendered me most valuable help.

INTRODUCTION. 


SHEFFIELD is the most southerly town in Yorkshire, its 
municipal and Parliamentary boundaries extending to the 
borders of Derbyshire. Westward of Sheffield are still to be 
found wide stretches of heath-clad hills in a state of nature. 
and on these high grounds the ancient trackways, the camps, 
and the burial mounds of the earliest inhabitants of our island 
remain undisturbed. From Mexborough, on the east, to 
Coombs Moss, on the west, a line of fortifications has 
strengthened the natural frontier of the Don; and, standing 
out prominently among these strong places, may be men- 
tioned the camp” on Wincobank ; the remarkable hill fort 
near Foxhouse, known as Carl's wark, and the great ‘‘camp”’ 
on the summit of Mam Tor. It was into a distriét thus 
occupied and defended that the Romans advanced about the 
year A.D. 790r 80, Traces of two Roman castra remain, the 
one at Templeborough, near Rotherham, the other at Brough, 
near Castleton, from the latter of which roads may be traced 
on the one hand to the hot wells at Buxton, and on the other 
to Melandra Castle, near Glossop, and thence to Manchester, 
the Roman Mancunium. The Roman road from Temple- 
borough to Brough must have passed through Sheffield. 
Keeping to the higher ground on the south side of the Don 
to avoid the marshes, it probably crossed the Sheaf just above 
the point where that smaller stream joins the Don, and pass- 
ing thence over Crookes Moor, and by the Long Causey to 
Redmires, struck the Derwent at Bamford, and so passed to 
Brough. In this long distance of nearly twenty miles there 
are no ostensible remains of an intermediate castrum, but the 
probabilities are strong that at the junction of the Sheaf and 
Don, where a Norman Castle was afterwards erected, a small 
Roman castrum was placed. The site, at the junction of two 
rivers, is just such a one as the Romans would choose, and 
the natural strength of the position commended it to the 
military engineers of succeeding occupiers. It was the 
site of a Saxon Hall and afterwards of a Norman Castle, 
and remained in occupation until the Parliament ordered the 
destruction of its fortifications atter the civil wars of the 17th 
century.

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In the years 1877 and 1878 some important explorations 
were carried on within the castrum at Templeborough, when 
it was clearly shown that the quadrangular rampart of earth, 
as we now see it, is a post-Roman work; for in the very 
heart of it were found fragments of Roman pottery and tiles, 
several of the latter bearing the stamp of the 4th Cohort of 
the Gauls. The earthen rampart on the south side covered 
two successive road surfaces, as well as the massive stones 
forming the base of a colonnade. Sections cut through the 
rampart showed how the bank had been thrown up, first over 
Roman work, and, at a later period, over a second road sur- 
face. There had clearly been three occupations of this site, 
ifnot four. First there was a station built by the 4th Cohort 
of the Gauls, who probably came into Britain with Agricola 
in the year 78 a.p., and certainly engaged with him in the 
Caledonian campaign against Galgacus in 84 a.p. Secondly, 
there was a station represented by the remains of a columned 
building that was probably a Pretorium. There was a 
southern colonnade of heavy proportions, and an eastern 
colonnade of lighter work. The stone threshold was much 
worn with the tread of feet, and some stones near the gate 
were hollowed by the sharpening of knives or weapons. 
Remains of a hypocaust were found, and abundant evidence 
of destruction by fire. The third station was raised above 
the ruins of the Pretorium. Over the remains of columns 
and column bases a road was made, which led up to a build- 
ing less massive than the columned Pretorium, but still 
Roman in feeling though debased in workmanship. This 
building perished in its turn, and finally over all came the 
earthen rampart, surmounted probably with a wooden stock- 
ade, and embracing in its area all that then lay in ruin on 
the ground. The military skill that first determined on this 
site for a defensive work was amply vindicated by the per- 
sistence with which the place was adhered to through the 
successive changes of seven or eight centuries. 


We may safely assume for the station at Templeborough 
an early date, because of the tiles found there bearing the 
stamp of the 4th Cohort of the Gauls. The coins, too, that 
were secured during the exploration, though few in number, 
were important as clues to date. Only thirteen were de- 
cypherable, the earliest probably a Claudius, and the latest 
one of the Constantines. The series is fairly complete from 
Titus (4.D. 79-81) to Antoninus Pius (a.p. 138-161), Then 
occurs a gap of rather more than a century, after which we 
find one coin of the usurper Victorinus, one of Claudius 
Gothicus, and an uncertain one belonging to one of the 
Constantine family. From this we may conclude that the

first castrum existed from about a.p. 80 to 160. Then came 
a century of ruin and desolation, until the time of the thirty 
tyrants or usurpers, who disturbed the Empire during the 
reign of Gallienus. We know from many discoveries of coins 
in Britain that Victorinus, the Tetrici, father and son, and 
Postumus had much sway in the island, and Carausius was 
Emperor in Britain a.p. 287-293. Tothis period we must 
look for the foundation of the second castrum which stood 
until after the departure of the legions. The third castrum, 
with its inferior buildings, continued till the death of King 
Edwin, a.D. 633. Thus we get an approximate chronology 
for Templeborough that may be thus expressed :— 


First castrum, built by the 4th Cohort of the Gauls, a.p. 80, 
continued until a.p. 160. 

Second castrum, with its columned Pretorium and footworn 
threshold, a.p. 268 to 443. 

Third castrum, raised over the ruins of the colonnade, con- 
tinuing from A.D. 450 or 500 to 663. 

Fourth castrum, the earthwork now covering all the earlier 
ruins—a relic probably of the times of the Danish in- 
vasions and the fierce fightings that occurred in many 
parts of England down to the reign of Alfred the Great, 
A.D, 871. 


It would be rash to attempt to identify the events that led 
to the destruction of the first castrum soon after a.p. 160. 
So far as the investigations of 1877 and 1878 extended no 
evidence was found of stone walls enclosing the area. The 
century from a.D. 160 to A.D. 260, for which no coins were 
found at Templeborough, embraced the reigns of ten or more 
Roman emperors, and among them Marcus Aurelius, Com- 
modus, Pertinax, Septimius Severus. It is known that under 
Marcus Aurelius, about the year 4.p. 162, a rising of the 
Britons took place, which was quelled by the Legate 
Calpurnius Agricola. In a.p. 183 the Caledonians passed 
the wall and defeated the Romans. In the contest for the 
Empire between Severus, Niger, and Albinus, Britain adhered 
to Albinus. Niger was killed in a.p. 194, and Severus ob- 
tained the purple. There were insurrections among the 
Britons in this reign, and the Governor wrote to Severus 
begging for reinforcements or for the presence of the i-mperor. 
Severus, though an old man and gouty, came over, probably 
about a.p. 205 or 207, conducted three or four campaigns, 
and died at York in a.p. 210 or 211. It will thus be seen 
that the country was ina very disturbed state, a condition 
of things sufficient to account not only for the destruction 
of the castrum, but for its lying long in ruins. 
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As regards the second castrum, with its columned basilica 
or court of justice, the work is Roman in style, but not of the 
best workmanship. It was, indeed, just such a building as 
might be erected about the reign of Gallienus, when Victorinus 
and the Tetrici were holding usurped power in Britain. 
How long it continued may be matter of conjecture, but we 
venture to place its destruction in those fierce fighting days 
when, it is said, the Britons, under Ambrosius Aurelius, were 
contending against Hengist and his Saxons, and finally over-- 
threw and beheaded Hengist at Conisborough.* 


This brings us to the third occupation. When men came 
again to dwell in Templeborough the ruined Roman colon- 
nade was made the foundation of a wall on its east side. On 
the south it was buried beneath a road, and the new building 
arose on the foundation of an old wall, which in the first build- 
ing stood behind the columns. Again the building became 
a court of justice abutting on the market place, but it was 
of a plainer type than its predecessor. We assume it to 
have been built between the years 500 and 5504.p. Ina 
founded the kingdom of Bernicia in 547 a.p.; Ethelfrith 
created the kingdom of Northumbria 593 A.p. Edwin be- 
came King of Northumbria in 617 a4.p. These dates indicate 
long intervals, and there are few historic facts to connect 
them; but the circumstances around Templeborough sanction 
the presumption that the third town on that site existed 
during the century in which the kingdom of Northumbria 
was being formed. At the end of the sixth century Augustine 
effected the conversion of Kent, and by the year 627 
Paulinus had converted and baptised Edwin, King of 
Northumbria. Bede describes the baptism of King Edwin 
on the 12th April, 627, and adds :-— 

Attamen in Campodono, ubi tunc etiam villa regia erat, fecit basilicam, 
quam post modum pagani, a quibus Edwinus rex occisus, cum tota eadem 
villa succenderunt; pro qua reges posteriores fecere sibi villam in regione 
quz vocatur Loidis. 

The passage may be rendered thus :— 

But he built a church in Campodonum, where there was also at that 
time a royal villa, which afterwards the Pagans, by whom King Edwin 
was slain, burned, together with all the town; in place of which the 
later kings built themselves a country seat in a district called Loidis. 

Campodonum has been assumed to be Doncaster, but 
since the discoveries of 1877-1878 Templeborough seems to 
have the better claim to the position. The initial error of 
those who sought to localise Bede’s Campodonum lay in 
confusing it with the Roman station called Cambodunum,

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which is named in the second Iter of Antonine between 
Calcaria (Tadcaster) and Mancunium (Manchester). It was 
hastily assumed that Campodonum and Cambodunum must 
be one and the same place, and antiquaries, from Camden 
downwards, exercised their ingenuity to make Cambodunum 
fit in with Bede’s narrative. The effort was not very success- 
ful. Cambodunum had to be looked for on the line of road 
between Tadcaster and Manchester; Campodonum some- 
where on the river Don above Hatfield. Recent researches 
have fixed Cambodunum beyond dispute at Slack, near 
Huddersfield. Hunter and other writers agreed in conclud- 
ing that the Campodonum of Bede, translated Donafelda in 
the Saxon version, was the modern Doncaster. But it must 
not be forgotten that Doncaster is well identified with the 
Roman Danum of the eighth iter; and, moreover, had Bede 
referred to that place it would have been under the name of 
Castyum ad Danum or Dono Ceastve. The name Campodonum 
does not even imply a fortification, though no doubt a royal 
villa or country house would be to some extent fortified, even 
as manor houses were fortified in much later times. Bede’s 
Campodonum, with its basilica and villa, was so completely 
destroyed by fire that succeeding kings never restored it. 
Doncaster suffered no such complete destruction. It was a 
castrum, and that character remains stamped on its name to 
this day. The Campodonum of Edwin was a country villa, 
a royal manor house more or less prote¢ted, but not walled 
like a Roman castrum, and when it perished the destruction 
was complete. The phrase in Bede is ‘“ fecit basilicam ’—he 
made, not built, a basilica. Constantine gave several basilice 
to be converted into Christian churches, and Edwin probably 
did the same. The old hall of justice was changed into a 
temple for Christian worship, and there Paulinus set up his 
altar of stone. In the early ages of Christianity the name 
temple was commonly applied to a Christian church, and it 
was more natural so to use it in the interval between 627 
A.D. and 633 a.p. than to call in the Greek word kuviake or its 
vernacular form cyvice. There were temples in many Roman 
stations, but there is not a single instance of “temple” occur- 
ring as part of the name of a Roman station save in that of 
Templeborough, near Rotherham. At Templeborough then 
we have, in all probability, the long lost site of the second 
church founded by Paulinus and Edwin, the first Saxon fane 
in South Yorkshire dedicated to the service of Christ. 


The note books of the explorers of 1878 abound in 
memoranda of the evidences of great violence and of fire. 
There was a general burning and breaking up. Even the 
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tiles forming the supporting columns of tke liypocaust were 
smashed as though heavy masses izc allen on them, and 
the upper surface of the roadways had all been removed. 
One small silver coin, possibly the emission of some Gallic 
prince, found during the digging, may be a relic of this Saxon 
period. On the obverse was a helmeted head and the words 
VRBS ROMA. On the reverse a she-wolf suckling Romulus 
and Remus. An almost identical coin is figured on plate 17 
of Faucett’s ‘‘Inventorium Sepulchrale” among remains 
gathered from the Saxon burial places in Kent. 


After the destruction of Edwin’s villa there was still an- 
other chapter in the history of Templeborough before the 
site again returned to the uses of peaceful agriculture. 
History tells how the marauding Danes harried the banks 
of the Humber and its tributaries from the year 787 a.pD. 
to the reign of King Alfred. They are said to have de- 
stroyed a monastery at Done’s mouth in 794 a.p.; and in 
833 4.D. King Ecgberht being at ‘burg Konan” or Conis- 
borough, met the Danes and inflicted on them so crushing a 
defeat that the land had rest. It was during the struggles 
thus indicated that the quadrangular earthwork we now see 
at Templeborough was thrown up and the site again fortified. 
In the popular tongue the name Templeborough was given 
to the place, thus commemorating the Temple of Paulinus 
and the borough or fortress of King Edwin’s successors. 


More than two hundred years elapsed before the Norman 
invasion changed the aspect of affairs; and in those years 
the institutions of our Teutonic ancestors became adapted to 
the circumstances of their English homes. They formed 
village settlements of kindred families or tribes, selecting 
spots, well watered, sheltered by woods, and endowed with 
lands suitable for cultivation as common fields.? The 
little homesteads to which a toft anda croft were attached 
lay on each side of the village street, and each member of 
the community held strips of arable land in the common 
fields, and had in addition a claim to a portion of the meadow 
land for hay, together with the use of the common pasture 
for his cattle. Dr. Cunningham says :— 

When a holding is spoken of it must not be supposed that each family 
had an area of contiguous land like a modern farm; each holding would 
consist of a great many separate portions which lay intermingled with the 


separate portions of the holdings of other families. 1t would rather appear 
that as the land was cleared and broken up by the plough it was dealt out

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acre by acre to each family in their turn; in this way a holding of 120 
acres would consist of 120 separate portions of an acre each, or even of 
240 half acres, scattered over an area of 1440 acres, and lying intermingled 
with the acres allotted to other families —Cunningham, Vol. I., p. 39. 

In its earlier form this system of division was accompanied 
by a re-allotment of the strips year by year, so that each 
villager or each family should have an equality of advantages 
or disadvantages. But the inconveniences of such a change 
would soon make themselves felt. It afforded no encourage- 
ment to good husbandry, discouraged the use of tillage, and 
brought all down to the level of the most idle and improvi- 
dent. Among intelligent and progressive people the process 
of re-allotment would fall into disuse. The holder would 
become the owner of definite strips, though they would be 
detached strips, in the common fields; “the custom of 
annual or even of frequent redistribution will only linger 
among backward communities.” 


Professor Ashley, in his “ English Economic History and 
Theory,” gives a lifelike picture of such a village community 
after it had settled down to individual ownership coupled 
with commonable rights. He says :— 


Let us picture to ourselves an eleventh century manor in middle or 
southern England. There is a village street, and along each side of it the 
houses of the cultivators of the soil with little yards around them ; as yet 
there are no scattered farm houses such as were to appear later, Stretch- 
ing away from the village was the arable land divided usually into three 
great fields sown one with wheat, one with oats or beans, while one was 
left fallow. The fields were again sub-divided into what were usually 
called ‘ furlongs,"* and each furlong into acre or half acre strips, separated 
not by hedges but by “ balks"' of unploughed turf; and these strips were 
distributed among the cultivators in such a way that each man’s holding 
was made up of strips scattered up and down the three fields, and no man 
held two adjoining pieces. Each individual holder was bound to cultivate 
his strips in accordance with the rotation of crops observed by his neigh- 
bours. Besides the arable fields there were also meadows enclosed for 
hay harvest, and divided into portions by lot or rotation or custom, and 
after hay harvest thrown open again for the cattle to pasture upon. In 
most cases there was also some permanent pasture or wood, into which 
the cattle were turned either “ without stint " or in numbers proportioned 
to the extent of each man’s holding. 


Sheffield has grown from exactly such a village as those 
sketched by the Rev. Dr. Cunningham and Professor Ashley. 
Between the castle, which stood at the confluence of the 
Sheaf and Don, and the church, or perhaps the Townhead 
cross, the whole thing lies mapped out as clearly as it was 
ten hundred years ago. Before the castle lay the village 
green, used, as population increased, as the market place and 
fair ground. From the market place to the church runs the 
High Street, and the large scale ordnance map, which gives 
the details of the separate properties, shows the village street 
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flanked on each side by the houses of the cultivators, with 
tofts or yards around them and little crofts behind. Even 
to-day the High Street properties, on the undisturbed side of 
the street, are long, narrow strips, with curious interlocking 
boundaries and often troublesome rights of way and of light. 
Other properties near the centre of the town bear these same 
characteristics ; but away from the old centre, as for example 
in West Street, Norfolk Street, Sheffield Moor, or any of 
modern extensions, the appearance of the ordnance survey is 
changed. The properties become squarer, the boundaries 
more regular, and the length backward better proportioned 
to the frontage. The original Sheffield lay between the 
Castle Hill and the Parish Church, while the three great 
fields of arable land lay to the north, and the meadow land 
and the pasturable waste surrounded the town. The crofts 
still bear the old name, and they are laid out in strips, as old 
maps indicate! For the meadow land we may look to Alsop 
fields and Bailey fields, while the pasturable waste lay on 
Little Sheffield Moor, Shales Moor, Crookes Moor, with, 
perchance, some extensive but undefined rights in Fullwood 
and Rivelin chase. This is essentially the ancient village 
settlement. It was not planned like Roman York, or Lincoln 
or Leicester. We find in it none of those symmetrical in- 
sulz such as are discovered in the ancient Roman sites of 
Silchester or Uriconium; not even the systematic planning 
in rectangular blocks which Edward I. carried out at Win- 
chelsea, when (after the destruction of the old town) he 
projected a new one on Higham hill. It was the village pure 
and simple with its one street of cottages and tofts, its arable 
land, its meadows for hay, and its ample common pastures. 


The settlement must have been formed after the with- 
drawal of the Roman legions, when the country suffered 
from successive incursions of Teutonic tribes. In the time of 
Edward the Confessor the valley of the Don was well and 
comfortably settled, as the testimony of Domesday shows. 
It is true there were some bleak moorlands on the higher 
grounds, many large expanses of wood and forest land, and 
in the valley itself much swampy ground; but there was also 
excellent land in cultivation for the support of a considerable 
population. 


Yorkshire is one of the counties embraced within the great 
Domesday—the folio volume of 760 pages condensed from 
the original returns, and not helped out by any collateral 


1 Old deeds show that much of the land tp the north of Campo lane was 
laid out into plots in the 17th Century, the plots taking the names of the 
several allotees. 
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documents. Our information about the Yorkshire manors is 
thus compressed into the briefest form, though there is 
happily a recapitulation that throws an occasional ray of 
light on some obscurities. The entry that more immediately 
affects Sheffield is as follows, quoting from Mr. Skaife’s 
translation in the Yorkshire Archzological Journal, Vol. 14, 
p- 42 :— 

One manor. Iu Hallun, with 16 berewicks, there are 29 carucates of 
land for geld. Earl Wallef had a hall there. Twenty ploughs may be 
there. Roger has this land of Judith, the countess. He has two ploughs 
there, and 33 villanes, having 12 ploughs and a half. Tight acres of 
meadow there. Wood pasturable four leugz in length and four in breadth, 
The whole manor ten leuge in length and eight in breadth. T. R. E. it 
was worth eight marks [106s. 8d.] of silver; now qos. 

Two manors. In Ateclive and Escafeld. Suuen had five carucates of 
land for geld, where three ploughs may be, This land is said to have 
been inland in Hallun. 

The recapitulation reads “in Ateclive iij car., in Seafeld 
iij car. ;"’ ‘*ead co.” being written over the names of both 
places—a contraction which means that these two manors, like 
that of Hallam, were held of ‘‘the same countess,” that is 
the Countess Judith, niece of the Conqueror and widow of 
Earl Waltheot. 


This entry is altogether anomalous. Sweyn is given as 
the Saxon lord of Attercliffe and Sheffield; but for Hallam 
we are left to infer that Waltheof was lord at the time of 
King Edward. Again Hallam and its dependencies, though 
entered at the end of the list of de Busli’s lands, were not of 
them, but were held by him under the Countess Judith. 


The Countess Judith, widow of Earl Waltheof, was an 
extensive landowner, and Mr, Round’s discovery of the 
Leicestershire survey! throws a ray of light on a passage in 
Hunter not hitherto very intelligible. Mr. Hunter records 
that in the time of King Edward III., by an inquisition taken 
after the death of Thomas, Lord Furnival, it was found that 
Furnival’s ancestors held the castle and manor of Sheffield 
of acertain King of Scotland by the service of rendering two 
white greyhounds yearly. As the pedigrees show, the Countess 
Judith’s daughter Maud married as her second husband 
David, son of Malcolm III, King of Scotland, who became 
in right of his wife Earl of Huntington. The Leicestershire 
survey of 1124-9 shows that in six Hundreds of that county 
the lands held by the Countess Judith in 1086 were in 1124 
described as King David's fee, and the inference is strong 
that King David also held this countess’s lands in Hallam- 
shire, sub-infeudating the Lovetots, who appear without any 
clear connection as the successors to de Busi. 


1 Round's * Feudal England," p. 196, 
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Hallam is taxed in Domesday at 29 carucates, yet the 
Commissioners only estimate it at 20 carucates or plough 
lands, and state that there are actually two ploughs for Roger 
and 124 ploughs for the tenants—14} in all. The inference 
from this is that Hallam had suffered under the changes of 
the Conqueror’s reign, and that the old rate of taxation of 29 
carucates was too high in 1086. But it further shows that 
Roger and his under tenants with their 14 ploughs and a half 
were not doing their best by an estate estimated, even after 
the devastation, at 20 plough lands. A similar conclusion 
applies to Attercliffe and Sheffield. There the taxable rate is 
five carucates, or, according to the re-capitulation, three 
carucates for Attercliffe and three for Sheffield ; yet the Com- 
missioners put it down at only three ploughs, but fail to say 
whether any ploughs are there. Moreover, the value of 
Hallam had fallen from eight marks of silver, or 106s. 8d., in 
King Edward's time, to 40s. in 1086. The money values of 
Attercliffe and Sheffield are not named, but we read, ‘‘ This 
land is said to have been inland in Hallam.’’ Now “inland” 
means demesne land. The lord’s reserve was generally 
called his thaneland or demesne. Inland is also a term ap- 
plied to it, but all demesne land was not inland; and Mr. J. 
F. Morgan, in his valuable little book ‘England under the 
Norman occupation,” suggests that “inland may have been 
the several or enclosed part of the demesne; tenants were 
obliged to ‘ware,’ that is to guard or fence their lord’s inland.” 
In this suggestion there seems to be a clue to lead to an 
understanding of the Domesday entry as to Attercliffe and 
Sheffield. Sheffield park lay along with Attercliffe on the 
south side of the Sheaf and Don. It was a park from the 
earliest times ; a park by prescription, not by grant from the 
crown ; a park for Earl Waltheof as much as for the Barons 
Furnival. Hence Domesday reports it as “inland.” 


What is it then that we learn of the three manors of 
Hallam, Attercliffe, and Shefheld? That their old rate of 
taxation is too high for their capacities in 1086; but that 
even the reduced valuation of the Domesday Commissioners 
is higher than the actual working efficiency of Roger and his 
under tenants. In this falling off Hallam and its depend- 
pendencies are not peculiar. Grimeshow (which probably 
represents Brightside Bierlow) taxed at 33 carucates, is 
estimated at two carucates, and as a matter of fact Roger and 
his tenants have only two ploughs between them. Eccles- 
field, taxed at tour carucates, is estimated at three carucates, 
while here again Roger and his tenants have two ploughs. 
Bradfield is taxed at two carucates, estimated at one, but is 
actually lying waste. Ugil, Worrall, and Wadsley are taxed 
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at 14 bovates, that is one carucate and three-fourths; they 
are estimated at two carucates, but are lying waste. Hun- 
shelf is taxed at three carucates, estimated at two, and lying 
waste. If, however, we look to places lower down the valley 
of the Don, where the land is richer and more amenable to 
agriculture, we find a less discouraging state of things. 


Rotherham is taxed at five carucates, estimated at three 
plough lands, and in fact Nigel Fossard and his tenants have 
three ploughs and a half, or four oxen, that is half a plough, 
more than the estimate. Passing further down the river we 
come to William de Warren’s great Lordship of Conis- 
borough, formerly the property of Harold. Here we learn 
that Earl Harold held five carucates of land for geld, and 
new William de Warren has five ploughs in the demesne. 
This is enough to balance the taxable rate, but over and be- 
yond that we read that 21 villanes and 11 borders have 11 
ploughs. Whence these eleven? We might ask with the 
clerk who entered up the Devonshire returns and found 46 
ploughs to 25 plough lands “r[equire] carjucas]” “see 
about those ploughs.”’ 


Attached to Conisborough is a soke of 26 vills taxed at 85 
carucates 7 bovates and 15 acres. The return does not give 
us the Commissioner’s estimate of the number of plough 
lands, but the aétual number of ploughs amounts to 92, show- 
ing a healthy and prosperous state of things. The manor 
and soke of Conisborough were worth £18 in King Edward's 
time ; and were worth at the time of the survey £30 with a 
further £10 for tallage. 


Reverting again to the aula of Waltheof, situate in Hallam. 
We have another example in Domesday of the aula of a Saxon 
earl. No further from Sheffield than Laughton-en-le-Morthen, 
or,as Domesday calls it,‘ Lastone.""? Lastone was taxed at 18 
carucates, and estimated at nine; but Roger had five ploughs 
and his tenants ten, making six ploughs above the estimate, 
instead of 54 below it as was the case in Hallam. Of Lastone 
Domesday says “ Earl Edwin had a hall there,” and if any 
one to-day visits Laughton-en-le-Morthen he will find near 
the church the massive earthworks on which this hall or 
aula once stood. The hall or manor house was the head of 
the manor, the seat of justice and administration. Around 
this often lay subordinate hamlets, little homes like the 16 
berewicks of Hailam, depending upon the head of the manor. 


The problem is to find, in what Domesday called “ Hallun,” 
the site of a hall corresponding to that which is so readily

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identified at Laughton. In a district still agricultural this 
would be an easy matter, for nothing is more indestructible 
than earthworks; but if the site happens to lie in the heart 
ofa growing manufacturing town another method of examina- 
tion must be resorted to, Previous searchers after Waltheof's 
hall have scanned the features of the two modern Hallams, 
Upper and Nether, without any great success, and my con- 
tention is that the ** Hallun” of Domesday was not coterminous 
with the Hallam of to-day, but that the Domesday “ Hal- 
lun” extended up to the rivers Sheaf and Don, that Wal- 
theof's hall stood on the site in Sheffield now known as Castle 
Hill, and that the Escafeld or Sheffield of Domesday was 
Sheffield Park and nothing more. 


The Hallam described in Domesday was a place reduced 
in value, but not utterly destroyed; yet Mr. Hunter and 
others have endeavoured to account for the disappearance of 
Waltheof's hall by putting forward the theory of a total 
destruction of the hall and vill of Hallam. But we must 
not forget that Waltheof paid the penalty of his treason in 
1075, eleven years before the survey was made, and so far as 
the vengeance of ‘‘ the incensed Norman Conqueror" was an 
active force it had surely spent itself in eleven years. King 
William died in 1087. How then can Hallam with its con- 
siderable population and its great house, as recorded in 
Domesday, have been swept away as an act of vengeance to 
mark Waltheof's treason? We reply that no such complete 
destruction can have occurred. What devastation was com- 
mitted happened years before the Domesday survey, as the 
items in that record show, and besides reducing the value of 
*Hallun” from eight marks of silver to 4os, it brought Grime- 
show from 4os. to 20s., and left Bradfield, Ugil, Worrall, 
Wadsley, and Hunshelf “waste.” “There is quite enough 
here to account for the traditions of devastation referred to 
by Mr. Hunter, but at the date of the Domesday survey, 
eleven years after Waltheof's death, ‘ Hallun”' still existed, 
and there is no reason to assume that it was swept away at a 
later time, 


Mr. Hunter, than whom no more cautious enquirer ever 
put pen to paper, saw clearly enough the difficulties of the 
total destruction theory ; and he also saw with equal plainness 
that all difficulties would be removed if the site of Waltheof's 
hall were placed on the Castle Hill at Sheffield. What he 
failed to do was fully to satisfy himself that this could be 
done consistently with the Domesday record. 


Mr. Addy, our latest writer on the subject, stands some- 
what divided in opinion between the claims of Hallam head, 
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anda site in the Rivelin Valley near Stannington, but he 
finally concludes, “ It is more likely that the hall of Waltheof 
stood here [that is near Stannington] than at Hallam head."? 
Let us compare this with the available evidence and with 
reasonable inferences. 


In the Domesday record ‘‘ Hallun”’ stands alone with its aula 
and its 16 berewicks, which may mean hamlets or farms in 
the hands of the lord. In this connection it is worth noting 
that within the area of this manor of Hallam there is no 
village, no nucleus or centre if Sheffield be excluded. To 
this day there is no village of Ecclesall or Hallam. The 
localities so called are rather districts than places, a circum- 
stance that seems to point to the place we now call Sheffield 
being theold vill of ‘* Hallun” existing at the date of the Domes- 
day survey. Changes in place names since the time of the 
Domesday survey are not at all uncommon. Chesterfield 
figures in Domesday as one of the berewicks of Newbold ; 
Doncaster as one of the sokes of Estorp or Hexthorpe. 
Scarborough is disguised under the name of Walesgrif, now 
Falsgrave, and Nordfield; Tickhill is Dadesleia, and the 
name Dudesley only survives in Dadesley well, near Tickhill. 


Mr. J. F. Morgan, whose book on the Norman occupation 
we have already referred to, says :— 

Scarcely any hundreds can be supposed to retain their ancient names 
and boundaries, In early times they were liable to constant fluctuations. 
Secondary townships became the heads of hundreds. . . Lands were 
taken from one manor or hundred and attached to another. In some 
counties a number of thanes had power to remove thcir lands and to change 
their lords, which may, perhaps, account for the seeming dislocation of the 
Hundreds in Wiltshire and Dorsetshire.? 


There is nothing unusual, therefore, in a change between 
Hallam and Sheffield. The superiority of the name ‘ Shef- 
field’ had fully established itself in 1284, the date of Kirkby’s 
Inquest, when Sheffield, Bradfield, Ecclesfield, and Handes- 
worth were described as three vills, and half Handsworth, 
held by Thomas de Furnival of the King in capite, by homage, 
and rendering no other service. In the “ Nomina Villarum,” 
compiled gth Edward II., Thomas de Furnyvall is set down 
as holding of the King, Ecclesfield, Sheffeld, Handesworth, 
and Bradefeld, four vills. The name Hallam does not occur 
in the index of places Two centuries after the Conquest 
the name “ Hallun”’ for the caput of the manor had been 
completely superseded by the name Sheffield. Hallam re- 
mained in use only as the name of two rural townships within

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the distri¢t called Hallamshire. Where the name ‘“ Hallun”’ 
occurs in Domesday we must understand that the place so 
referred to became afterwards known as Sheffield. 


Mr. Round throws out the highly probable suggestion that 
the assessment as recorded in Domesday was in the first 
instance laid upon the hundred itself, and that the subsequent 
assessment of its vills and manors was arrived at by divi- 
sion and sub-division. The question suggests itself whether 
the distri known as “ Hallamshire,”’ whose origin has 
hitherto been lost in obscurity, was one of a group of taxable 
hundreds within the Wapentake of Stratford ?

The above are the parishes usually regarded as constituting 
Hallamshire, and the total taxable carucates, namely, 48 or 
eight sixes, seem to bear out the theory that they formed the 
Hundred on which the tax was originally laid. It is not 
safe, however, to dogmatise without more exhaustive exami- 
nation. Hallamshire is by no means the only district in 
Yorkshire distinguished by the name “shire.” There are 
Northallertonshire, Sowerbyshire, Mashamshire, Richmond- 
shire, and perhaps others, and it may be one of the useful 
works of the future to see how far these distri¢ts fit in with 
the theory that they, like Hallamshire, are very ancient 
taxable units.! 


THE SHEFFIELD BURGERY. 


In the village community founded before the Norman in- 
vasion, and described, as we have seen, by the Norman 
Commissioners, there arose a system of local government 
called the Burgery, whose history and records it is the pur- 
pose of this volume to trace. The fathers and founders of 
the town had set apart from the earliest times portions of land 
for the public service. This public property was administered 
by the people themselves, acting together as a community, 
and called a Burgery, but without any formal charter of in-

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corporation. Of the doings of the early days there are no 
written records, but an important light breaks on the 
scene in 1297, when the community and its feudal lord are 
found making a bargain together. This agreement we now 
call Furnival’s charter. It is dated roth August, 1297, and 
is the earliest as well as the most important document 
possessed by the Burgery of Shefheld. It has several times 
been printed, and many times appealed to in connection with 
the law suits in which the Burgesses have engaged in defence 
of their rights and privileges. The copy that appears in the 
text has been carefully prepared from the original, the letters 
printed in italics representing those that have been supplied 
to fill the places of the scribe’s contractions. The meaning 
of the text has been dwelt upon by Hunter and other local 
historians, but, to understand its full bearing on our local 
history, we must consider it in relation to similar transac- 
tions of about the same period in other communities. Lord 
Furnival grants to his free tenants of the town of Sheffield 
and their heirs, in fee farm, that is, at a perpetual farm or 
rent, all the tofts, lands, and holdings with their appurten- 
ances which they hold of him within the town of Sheffield 
and outside, so long as his free warren is not hindered or 
disturbed, on the payment of sixty-eight shillings and nine- 
pence farthing per year, payable half-yearly in lieu of all 
services and demands, saving only fealty, escheats, and suits 
of court. He further provides that the court of the said 
town for his free tenants, shall be held in the town every 
three weeks by his bailiffs; that the fines shall be assessed 
by a jury, and that the punishment shall be proportioned to 
the offence. Further Lord Furnival grants to his said tenants, 
whether buyers or sellers, freedom from toll throughout all 
Hallamshire. These privileges he warrants on behalf of him- 
self and his heirs for ever; the parties affix their seals to the 
charter and its counterpart, and some of the principal people 
of the neighbourhood witness the transaction. 


A contemporary document, lately published, gives us a 
picture of the lord and his surroundings, and of his principal 
men and their belongings, which it is pleasant to have. 
“The Lay Subsidy Roll” of 1297, published by the Yorkshire 
Archeological Society, includes the assessment for Thomas 
de Furnival and those of seven of the witnesses to the 
charter in the very year when the charter was granted.! 
The tax was one-ninth of all personal property save ar- 
mour, harness, jewels and robes of knights and their wives, 
and their vessels of gold, silver, and brass. No one was to

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be taxed the value of whose goods did not amount to nine 
shillings or upwards. This tax was granted in consideration 
of the confirmation by Edward I. of the great charter and 
the Forest Charter, and annexed to the confirmation was the 
famous statute De tallagio non concedendo, which established the 
principle that no tax should be levied without the assent of 
Parliament. The following are the assessments :— 

Thomas de Furnivall, eight oxen, 48s ; the price of an ox, 6s.; two horses, 
6s.; eight cows, 4os.; the price of a cow, 55.; six young oxen, 18s.; the price 
of a young ox, 3s.; 24 quarters of oats, 24s. Total, £6. 16s. [the tax] 
15s. 14d. Robert de Ekilsale, six oxen, 36s.; one horse, 2s.; four cows, 
2os.; three calves, 3s.; one quarter white wheat, 2s. 8d.; twelve quarters of 
oats, 12s. Total, 75s. 8d. [the tax] 8s.6d. Thomas de Munteney, four 
oxen, 248.; two young oxen, 6s.; one horse, 2s.; three cows, 15s.; two small 
stirks, 2s.; one quarter white wheat, 2s. 8d.; twelve quarters of oats, 12s. 
Total, 63s. 8d. [the tax] 7s. 1d. Thomas de Fourneus, two oxen, 125.; 
two cows, Ios.; One young ox, 25.; one quarter white wheat, 2s. 4d.; twelve 
quarters of oats, 12s. Total, 41s. [the tax] 4s. 7d. Radulphus de Wades- 
ley, one cow, 5s.; one horse, 2s.; one calf, r5d.; item, six quarters of oats, 
6s. Total, 14s. 3d. [the tax] 10d. 


The total tax for Sheffield was £8. 5s. 14d. 


Robert of Waddesley is taxed under ‘ Ecclisfeud "’? at 6s.; 
Edmund Folyot is taxed under Handesworth at 3s. 24d.; 
William de Darnale, also under Handesworth, at 2s. 2d. 
These figures give us some idea of the very moderate posses- 
sions of even the greatest men of the neighbourhood. 


Two clauses in Furnival’s bargain with his free tenants 
were not new, but a coufirmation, and perhaps a restoration 
of old usage, namely, the holding of the town court every 
three weeks and the freedom from toll, each of which is 
expressly said to be as it was ‘“‘accustomed”’ or ‘‘ wont,” 
‘in the time of my ancestors." The commutation of uncer- 
tain rents and services fora certain fee farm rent, and pos- 
sibly also the assessment of the fines by a jury, are the ad- 
vantages newly gained. 


Referring to the money value named in such Charters as 
the one we are considering, the Russian Professor Vinogradoft 
remarks :— 


Where there has been commutation we must suppose that the labour 
services cannot have been more valuable than the money rent into which 
they were changed, The free rent into which labour becomes converted is 
nothing but the price paid for the services surrendered by the lord. It 
must have stood higher if anything than the real value of labour ex- 
changed, because the exchange entailed a diminution of power besides the 
giving up of an economic commodity. No matter that ultimately the quit 
rents turned out to the disadvantage of the lord, inasmuch as the buying 
strength of money grew less and less. This was the result of a very Icng 
process, and could not be foreseen at the time when the commutation 
equivalents were settled.?

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The time when this charter was granted was one in which 
many communities were buying exemption from, or otherwise 
commuting, personal services. Though dated in the latter 
years of Edward I., the charter, in form, bears a close analogy 
to those of the reigns of John or Henry III. The writing 
also, though neat in appearance, is not equal to earlier ex- 
amples, and there are solecisms in the text characteristic of 
the Latin of the day. Sheffield was rather behind than in 
advance of the times in securing the advantages conferred by 
the charter, and the phraseology of the document is modelled 
on early forms. Madox, in his “ Firma Burgi,” p. 42, section 
12, points out that in the ages next after the Norman Con- 
quest charters or grants of possessions or franchises made to 
cities or towns were usually made to the townsmen, habendum 
to them and their heirs, of the King and his heirs. ‘To 
limit,” he says, ‘fa thing toa man and to his heirs, or to 
several men and their heirs, was in those ages the most usual 
form of granting in perpetuity. . . . In the ages next 
following charters were commonly made to hold to them and 
their heirs and successors.”” In a later passage (page 45) the 
same author remarks that grants made to towns or aggregate 
bodies of men not corporated were usually made to them and 
their heirs, and such was the case with the free tenants of 
Shetield. 


It has occurred as a difficulty to some, that, as Lord 
Furnival was dealing with a body of tenants not corporated, 
the seal of each individual free tenant would be needed to 
the chirograph, to which it is said the seals of the parties are 
alternately affixed. No such difficulty really existed, as will 
be seen on reference to the high authority of Madox, and to 
the not less important testimony of Bishop Stubbs in his 
** Select Charters.” Madox shows that a town not cor- 
porated might be treated as a community having perpetual 
succession, as well as a corporate town;! while Bishop 
Stubbs remarks that the charters of Richard and John “seem 
to recognise in the borough a modified corporate character 
but little short of the later idea of incorporation.”? Besides 
examples of towns on the Royal demesne Madox cites severa! 
instances of non-corporate towns and even of counties re- 
ceiving grants from their superior lords. For example, 
William de Brewosa, Lord of Gowerland, granted by charter 
to the Abbots, Priors, Hospitalers, Templars, Knights, 
Frank tenants and their tenants inhabiting or holding lands 
within the precinét of the English county of Gower divers 
liberties to have and to hold to them and theiy successors or

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their heirs and assigns for ever. In the twenty-sixth year 
of Henry III. Baldwin de Rivers, Earl of Devon, granted 
his borough of Plympton to his burgesses there to hold to 
them and theiy heirs of him and his heirs for ever.? 


Lord Furnival’s charter shows a recognition of the free 
tenants of Sheffield in what Bishop Stubbs calls ‘‘ a modified 
corporate character,” and hence there is no need to assume 
incorporation to get over an imaginary difficulty. Indeed 
the learned work of Madox proves that towns not corporated 
might enjoy the same legal privileges as those that had been 
incorporated. In chapter iii., page 54, Madox says, ‘* Towns 
not corporated might and did hold their town at ferm in like 
manner as corporate towns were (by the King's favour) wont 
to hold.””. Among other examples he quotes Mansfield, in 
Nottinghamshire. Again he shows that towns not cor- 
porated were usually charged and sued pro Rege in the same 
manner as towns corporate. For example, proceedings were 
taken against the constable and villate of Wakefield. In 
the 6th Edward III. the townsmen of Edwinstowe were cited 
to appear and show cause in the Exchequer. In another 
place Madox asserts that “aggregate bodies or communities 
of men which were not corporated were commonly fined or 
amerced, charged or prosecuted ad instantiam Regis in like 
manner as if they had been embodied by charter.”? For 
example, in the reign of King John there are proceedings 
against the freemen of the Archbishop of York dwelling 
without Ripon; also proceedings against Robert Garnoise, 
Eustace le Parker, and the rest of the men of Laxfield. In 
the 13th Henry III. the knights, thanes, and free tenants in 
the King’s forest of the Honour of Lancaster are cited. 


Such being the position of non-corporate towns in the eye 
of the law, there is no difficulty in understanding the bar- 
gain of the free tenants or burgesses of Sheffield with Lord 
Furnival, nor their subsequent action as the responsible 
governing body of the town in maintaining suits in the courts 
of law at the expense of the Burgery. 


Sheffeld was late in securing the recognition of her posi- 
tion, for some towns, even as early as the Conquest, had 
attained a status apart from the body of the counties to 
which they locally belonged. ‘The next step,” after their 
recognition as separate communities, says Bishcp Stubbs, 
‘taken in the direction of emancipation was the purchase 
by the tenants of the jirma burgi, that is the ferm of the dues 
payable to the lord or the King, within the borough. In-

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stead of being collected severally by the reeve or the sheriff, 
they were compounded for by a fixed sum which was paid by 
the burghers and re-apportioned amongst themselves. The 
grant of the ferm was accompanied by or implied an act of 
emancipation from villein services, and the recipients of the 
grant were the burghers as members of the leet or of the 
guild, or in both capacities. The burgage rent was appor- 
tioned among the houses or tenements of the burghers, who 
thus became tenants in burgage, and on an equality with 
tenants in free and common socage. The possessors of 
these burgages were, untila further organisation was pro- 
vided, the political constituents of the borough.’ 


Madox also remarks that ‘‘ When a town was put to fee 
ferm the tenure of it was burgage. As well particular 
burgage tenements lying in the town, as also the town itself 
was said to be so holden.”? Applying these facts to the case 
of Sheffield we see how the free tenants there became, 
and long continued to be, the governing body of the town, 
acting as a legally recognised community with perpetual 
succession, though not under a charter of incorporation. 
Like many other ancient landowners, whose titles dated from 
before the Conquest, the free tenants of Sheffield continued 
in possession of their lands after the Conqueror came, but 
complied with the legal system then introduced of acknow- 
ledging an over lord. Thus they figure in Furnival’s charter 
as holding lands of Lord Furnival which their predecessors 
had held in free possession. 


In the year 1498 we find a most instructive recognition of 
the Burgery as a known public body. One William Hyne 
leaves by deed certain property in Sheffield to the vicar and 
other trustees in trust to receive the rents and pay for certain 
obits, masses, and other services in the Parish Church of 
Sheffield; but he further provides ‘that if the above men- 
tioned limitations should not be truly performed then the 
feoffees should stand and be enfeoffed of the said premises to 
the use of the freeholders of Sheffield called the Burgesses, and 
should suffer the said burgesses to take the profits of the said 
premises and dispose thereof in mending of bridges, causeys, 
and highways most defective and within one mile of Sheffield, 
and in other deeds of charity as they should think most meri- 
torious for the health of the founder.’’3 


It is clear from this that in 1498 the Burgesses were a well 
recognised public body, and the terms of the bequest to them,

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failing the masses in church, are almost in the words used 
many years afterwards in the Decree of Charitable Uses of 
1681 for repairing the bridge, the causeways, and highways, 
and other charitable and public uses within the said town of 
Sheffield. * 

In the 16th century we sce more of the Burgery, and that 
not because they were making history, but because great 
changes were going on around them in which they were 
called to bear a part. The old public property of the town, 
together with some later benefactions for the support of 
lights in the church and prayers for the dead, was yielding an 
income in the latter part of the reign of Henry VIII. of £27 
ayear. Inthe reign of Edward VI. part of this income was 
seized under an Act for the suppression of colleges and 
chantreys; in the reign of Queen Mary it was restored to the 
town, but from that time the management became divided 
between what we may call the old Burgery and a newly 
created corporate body called the Twelve Capital Burgesses 
and Commonalty of the Town and Parish of Sheffield. It 
was unfortunate that the property set apart from the earliest 
times for public uses, and that left in after years for pious 
uses, had been, as it were, thrown into a common fund, for 
that arrangement enabled the Commissioners of King Edward 
to claim for the Crown £17. gs. 4d. out of a total income of 
£27. All through King Edward's reign the sum of £17. 
gs. 4d. was paid to the receiver of the King’s revenue at York, 
and Sheffield was left with the scanty income of £9. tos. 8d. 
to meet all its public duties. The details of this transaction 
may be found expressed under the quaint language of the 
petition to Queen Mary in the first year of her reign, ad- 
dressed by Robert Swyft and William Taylor, of the parish 
of Sheffield, ‘‘ for and in the names of all other the inhabi- 
tants of the said parish.” The petitioners affirm that they 
and others are lawfully seized in their demaine as of fee, of 
certain lands, tenements, and burgages in the town of Shef- 
field of the yearly value of £27, and also of one messuage 
with appurtenances called the George, in Old Change, 
London— 


Which were given and assigned by divers persons of long time past to 
and for the reparation and amendment of several bridges and ways within 
the said parish of Sheffleld, and to the reparation of the church there, and 
to ae relief of the most needy and indigent persons inhabiting the said 
parish.

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According to the petition, the issues and profits of these 
properties were received by the church graves and yearly 
converted to the uses above mentioned until about the 
year 1539 or 1540. At that date, owing to the size of 
the parish with its fourteen hamlets,' which for the most 
part are never void of plagues and other evil diseases, the 
inhabitants were enforced and constrained to impart and 
yearly bestow some portion of the revenues for the finding of 
three priests within the said church to assist the vicar there, 
as well in the visitation of the sick as in the ministration of 
divine service. This arrangement continued until the mak- 
ing of the statute for the dissolution of colleges and chantries 
in the first year of Edward VI. When the Commissioners 
under this statute came to make inquiries in Sheffield they 
found that £17 in one year had been bestowed among the 
three priests, besides gs. 4d. for an obit, and the inhabitants 
were compelled to certify to the said Commissioners the yearly 
rent of £17. gs. 4d., and have since paid the same to her 
Majesty’s receiver of revenue in the county of York. 
The petitioners, after referring to some proceedings insti- 
tuted against them in the Court of Augmentations, proceed 
to argue that as the premises “‘ were not given to the finding 
of any priest or priests to have continuance for ever" the 
same were not within compass of the statute, ‘‘ so that your 
Grace is not justly entitled to such rent as was employed in 
form above said to the finding of the same priests.” Seeing 
that the vicar is not able without assistance to serve the cure 
and minister the sacraments, and that the Queen gets no 
profit from the rent because the same is paid forth again as 
pensions to the three priests “‘now going abroad at their 
liberty,” the petitioners ask that the rent may be restored 
to them to be employed as heretofore, and the petitioners will 
relieve her Highness of the pensions, 

Mr. Addy calls this a ‘fictitious claim,”’? contrived by 
lawyers to make it appear that the lands did not properly 
come within the scope of the statute. It was, indeed, part 
of the truth, but not the whole truth. The petition concealed 
the fact that among the lands administered by the church 
graves were some that had been distin¢tly left for masses and 
other superstitious purposes, and fixed attention only on the 
old public lands which were set apart for the repair of bridges 
and roads, for the repair of the church and for the relief of 
the poor—lands which could on no pretence be claimed by 
the Crown under the statute.

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The result of this petition, backed, as it no doubt was, by 
the powerful support of Francis, Earl of Shrewsbury, was 
the grant of a royal charter, dated the 8th June, 1554. 
The charter begins with a recital of the estates, and it is 
worth noting that most of the properties there enumerated 
are still in the hands of the Capital Burgesses. There have 
been many exchanges and some sales; the toft and diverse 
meadows and pastures at Aughton have been lost, but in 
the main the property remains what it was in 1554, save 
that it has greatly augmented in value. In substance the 
request of petitioners was granted, and the burgesses of 
the town and parish of Sheffield were incorporated by the 
name of the Twelve Capital Burgesses and Commonalty 
of the Town and Parish of Sheffield, in the county of 
York, and made for ever one body corporate and politic, 
with a perpetual succession and a common seal. It is 
eurious to note that both the petitioners and the court had 
entirely lost sight of the real origin of the larger part of 
the lands, and thought of them only as having been left by 
private benefactors for the uses set forth in the petition and 
in the letters patent. 


That they were lands appropriated from the earliest times 
to public uses, is a conclusion strongly borne out by a re- 
ference to the plans of the estate.t In the last century 
Mr. William Fairbank, surveyor, prepared careful plans of 
the town lands, whether in the hands of the Capital Bur- 
gesses or of the Town Burgesses, and these support the 
idea that the pieces of land were originally strips in the 
common fields. Many of them lie where those common 
fields are known to have been. In the part of the crofts now 
undergoing great changes as an insanitary area, there lie 
side by side, with curiously irregular boundaries, town land 
and burgess land, and land belonging to the Duke of Nor- 
folk, who in this matter represents Earl Waltheof, the 
Countess Judith, and Roger de Busli. At the bottom of 
Townhead Street may be seen narrow strips of property 
marked Earl of Surrey, Town Trust, Church Burgess; the 
Earl of Surrey being, of course, the eleventh Duke of Nor- 
folk, who, between 1777 and his father’s death in 1786, was 
lord of Hallamshire, under the title of Earl of Surrey. In 
all parts of the district known as the Crofts may be seen in 
detached fragments the lands of these three owners. We 
find them again in Waingate, Water Lane, the Isle, and 
Under the Water. They appear at Barker Pool and Balm

Green, in High Street and Fargate, in Pinfold Lane, in the 
Bull Stake, now called the Haymarket, and in Pudding 
Lane, now dignified by the name of King Street. 


But the most remarkable example of the holding in strips 
is shown by the Capital Burgess lands in Attercliffe and 
Darnall. The Charity report of 1829 enumerates the pro- 
perty of the Burgesses in those townships as 65 acres 2 
roods 22 perches, but this amount is made up of detached 
strips of acres or half acres. In one instance appears a hold- 
ing of one acre, so long and so narrow that it was only nine 
yards wide. It is described as ‘Two lands at the top of 
Dean field in a part called the new piece.’” On one side lay 
the land of Mr. T. Staniforth, on the other that of the Duke 
of Norfolk, and it is not surprising that an exchange has been 
effected with Mr. Staniforth. Indeed the policy of the 
Capital Burgesses and of the Town Trustees has been for 
many years to straighten boundaries and consolidate hold- 
ings by exchange, so that the present contours of the estates 
are much less irregular than those of 1768, when Mr. Fair- 
bank's survey was made. 


The story of these old properties will not be complete 
unless we shortly revert to the state of things as they stood 
when the Commissioners of King Edward VI, had appro- 
priated £17. gs. 4d. out of the town’s income of £27. 
A sum of £9. 10s. 8d. was apparently left to the Burgery, 
and, they, doubtless, continued to administer it in the old 
way. The Crown had carried off the lion’s share, leaving 
Fut a few pickings to the Burgery, and this is well seen on 
comparing the ample estate of the Capital Burgesses with 
the more modest one of the Town Trustees. The Burgery 
accounts commence with the year 1565, when the rental is 
found to be £7. 118. 4d., or £1. 19s. 4d. less than was left 
after the Royal seizure under Edward VI. At present that 
difference is not explained. The times were changeful, and 
there may have been some irregularity or perchance a fall in 
the value. The earliest rental is headed 

The perfytte rentall made the xx daye of October, anno dni 1565, apper- 
taining to the burgery of Sheffielde due on the feast of the natyvyte of our 
Lord and mydsomr by even porcyons unto the sayde Burgesses, and to the 
use of all the said towne to be ymployed at the dyscreacyon of the sayde 
Burgesses as hereafter shall ensu. 


Note the ample discretion claimed for the employment of 
the income. It was “for the use of all the said town, to be 
employed at the discretion of the Burgesses." This is not 
the place to challenge the wisdom of our ancestors. They, 
doubtless, acted as they thought for the best in securing 
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Queen Mary's charter and thus perpetuating the severance 
of the town estates. The charter which incorporated the 
Twelve Capital Burgesses and Commonalty described them 
as a body “‘corporate and politic,” thus in effect incorporating 
the town of Sheffield, but no provision was made for the 
active co-operation of the commonalty, and as a matter of 
fact they have all along been ignored. The Capital Bur- 
gesses were made self-elective, an unfortunate provision as 
constrasted with the more open and liberal constitution of 
the Burgery. 


The Burgesses seem to have continued to manage their 
affairs in the old way, notwithstanding the break occasioned 
by the confiscation of so large a portion of the property under 
King Edward and its conditional restoration under Queen 
Mary. They collect their rents, hold their annual meeting, 
submit their accounts to a public meeting of the freeholders, 
and afterwards eat their modest dinner. Yearly they entrust 
the executive office to a ‘* Collector,’ under which modest 
title is concealed one who might have been more fitly called 
a Headborough or Mayor.? 


We will now turn to the consideration of some of the 
points to be learned from an examination of the accounts of 
the Burgery which occupy so large a proportion of the pages 
of this volume. 


With the small annual income of £7. 7s. the Burgesses 
were able to do many useful things. They repaired the 
bridges over the Don and Sheaf, and contributed towards the 
repair of the highways, maintained one or more pipers or 
waites, provided and kept in order the town armour, dis- 
charged the Queen’s taxes, and maintained some modest 
hospitalities, In the ten years from 1565 to 1574 £15. 1s. 4d. 
was spent on the bridges and highways, £6. 12s. on the 
waits, #7. 13s. 1d. on taxes. In 1574, with an income of 
£7-15s 8d., the sum of 15s. 6d. was paid for the coats of 
two pipers or waits; and in 1588, though the rental yielded 
but £5. 5s. 8d., one piper with a coat lined and faced with 
silk and adorned with buttons cost £1. 2s. gd. Items for 
this service occur yearly. In 1692 three new cloaks for the 
waits cost £7, 9s. 11d. There was also an entry of £3 for 
the year’s wages, and a payment of 3s. for their performance 
at the Burgesses’ dinner. Entries of this kind occur all 
through the accounts until 1806, when it was resolved to 
discontinue the waits. 


! As regards the name“ Collector” it is worth noting that overseers are 
thus called in 27 Henry VIII., c,25; in 5 & 6 Edward VI, c. 2, and ins 
Elizabeth, c. 3. In the 43 Elizabeth the name “ overseer” is given, 
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Pipers or waits combined the functions of town musicians 
with that of town watchmen. They were a recognised 
institution in most towns. We find them mentioned in West- 
minster, where, as in Sheffield, they were under the govern- 
ment of the Burgesses. We meet with them in the old 
accounts of Beverley, Manchester, Northampton, Norwich, 
Bristol, and York; and many other examples might be cited. 
The Manchester Court Leet records, recently printed by the 
Corporation of Manchester, show that the waits of that town 
were appointed by the Court Leet, but they seem to have 
been dependent for support on the donations of the public. 
The earliest mention of the public waits in Manchester is 
in 1563, when Richard Kirshaw and Randall Legh were 
authorised to ‘exercise the office of common wait in the 
town of Manchester, and so to continue from time to time 
doing his duty, and using himself honestly as an honest man 
ought to do, or else another to be put in his room, and to 
gather their wages by the help of the constables or their 
deputies.”? In 1567 Legh is joined with Richard Wirrall in 
the office of wait, ‘if they from time to time do their duties 
in playing morning and evening together according as others 
have been heretofore accustomed to do.”* In April, 1569, 
Randall Legh is made sole wait, ‘‘ with one other to serve 
with him of his own servants upon a condition that the town 
be well served.” In April, 1577, an appeal is made to the 
public for the more liberal support of the waits in these 
terms :— 

The jury doth request that all those who have withdrawn their good 
wills or such stipend money as they have been accustomed to give the 
waites, that they would the rather at our request extend their good wills to 
further their stipend and not to hinder it. 

During the years following the Manchester waits seem to 
have suffered severely from the competition of outsiders, 
though the Court Leet extended to them the best protection 
in its power. In October, 1600, a pain is laid of 2s. against 
every one hindering the waits with other music; and as it 
had been ordered that no other minstrels should play at wed- 
dings but the waits of the town, it is now added that no in- 
habitant shall suffer any other minstrel to play at his house at 
wedding dinners, but only the waits under a penalty of 3s. 4d. 
In 1603 the following order is made :— 

The jury doth order that in regard the waits of this town have lately 
received a man skilful in music into their society and company, and also 


that they have been secluded by foreign and other musicians at wedding 
dinners in this town from the favourable and friendly contribution which

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the inhabitants of this town, their loving friends, would willingly and 
liberally have imparted and bestowed upon them, in remedy whereof this 
jury doth now order that the said waits shall hereafter be received to play 
music at all and every wedding dinner in this town as aforesaid, and the 
foreign musicians and all others be henceforth rejected, and that no inn- 
keeper or alehouse keeper do admit any in contempt hereof sub. pena to 
every such innkeeper and alehouse keeper so offending 3s. 4d. 

In October, 1606, there are further complaints of intruding 
minstrels, and the constables are instructed to put in force 
against such intruders the Act of Parliament for the punish- 
ment of rogues, vagabonds, and sturdy beggars.* At a little 
later date we come across indications of the use of the waits 
as night watchmen. At the Court held sth October, 1620, 
an entry occurs which seems to show that the waits had not 
taken care in the winter season to walk and go abroad at 
night as they ought to have done, ‘‘ whereby they might 
discover many dangers and misdemeanours which may 
happen to fall out in the night.” 

This jury doth further order that they shall not henceforth be reputed as 
waits of this town, and not expect any pay or wages of any the burgesses 
or inhabitants within the town of Manchester. 

In 1647 the duty of watching the town is still uppermost in 
the minds of the Manchester Court Leet Jury, and their order 
reads thus :— 

This jury doth order that whereas there hath been formerly allowed 
certain number of waits to go through the town in the dead time ot the 
night whereby hath been prevented many dangers not only of night walkers 
and robberies, but also great danger of fire discovered and prevented, and 
other general benefits accruing thereby to many hereafter. It is ordered 
that Henry Reignolds, Alexander Williamson, with some others assistants 
as waits aforesaid, shall, according to former custom, serve this town for 
their pains to ask and receive once every quarter the gifts and allowance 
of every inhabitant, 4 

In Oétober, 1669, the waits are enjoined, “ according to 
ancient custom," to “ play through the town every Thursday 
in the evening.”’5 In April, 1672, there is a complaint that 
this order has been neglected, whereupon 

We this present jury do order the said waites to perform the aforesaid 
order, which if they shall refuse to do, it is the desire of this jury that they 
may not be henceforward encouraged as formerly by the town.® 

These references to the waits of Manchester will enable us 
the better to understand the duties and position of the Shef-

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field waits; but in Sheffield, thanks to the Burgery funds, 
the waits enjoyed a salary and clothing from the Burgery, 
and were appointed not by the Court Leet, but by the Bur- 
gesses, who paid them. In Sheffield the old designation 
‘‘wait ’’ gave place in 1701 to that of ‘‘musishoners” or 
‘* mewsisioners.” 


Beckman, in his “‘ History of Inventions,” Vol. III., p. 
409, of the London edition of 1817, says :— 

In most, if not in all [German] cities, the town piper, or, as we say at 
present, town musician, was appointed steeple watchinan, and lodgings were 
assigned to him in the steeple ; but in the course of time, as these were too 
high and too inconvenient, a house was given him near the church, and he 
was aoa to send one of his servants or domestics to keep watch in his 
stead, 

Beckman further adds that the waits, when crying the 
hour, used the form, ‘* Hear, my masters, and let me tell 
you,” &c. This, he says, was a very old formula, and adds, 
*«*Qur masters’ is still the usual appellation given to magis- 
trates in old cities, particularly in the Empire and in Switzer- 
land.” The term ‘our masters'’ reminds me of a story, 
still told occasionally among old Sheffield people, of a Town 
Collector, who, once upon a time, was found drunk and help- 
less in the streets, and was taken by the constables to the 
lock up. The head constable’s attention happened to be 
called to the prisoner, and, recognising him, he turned to the 
officers, exclaiming, ‘‘ You fools! Why, you've gotten t’ 
town mester! Take him home! ‘Take him home!” 


Waits lingered on through the 18th century in a state of 
more or less picturesque decay, as may be gathered by refer- 
ences to them in the literature of the period. No. 222 of 
The Tatler, dated the gth September, 1710, refers playfully to 
complaints from young ladies at Nottingham, who say their 
sleep is disturbed by these wandering players on violins and 
bass-viols between twelve and four in the morning; and The 
Tatley adds, ‘“‘ I have been importuned to publish some edict 
against those midnight alarms, which, under the name of 
serenades, do greatly annoy many well-disposed persons, not 
only in the place above mentioned [Nottingham], but also in 
most of the polite towns of this island.’ If this sentence is 
to be taken literally town waits were general in England in 
the early years of the 18th century; but Tie Tatler gives 
an enlarged scope to their duties when he adds, ‘“ As the 
custom prevails at present, there is scarce a young man of 
any fashion in a corporation who does not make love with 
the town music." Need we add that the Sheffield Burgery 
accounts give no countenance to this accusation. There are 
various references to their playing at the dinners of the 
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Town Trustees, and on occasions of public entertainment 
or rejoicing. In May, 1687, there is a memorandum of 
agreement between the waits and the Burgesses as to their 
cloaks and badges, and again on the 29th October, 1703, 
three men named “are allowed by the Townes Burgesses 
to be the musitioners of this towne soe long as they doe 
their office as they ought to doe;”’ and the men on their 
part ‘‘acknowledge that the cloakes, musicall instruments, 
and silver badges doe belong to the Townes Burgesses, and 
that if it happen that wee or any of us doe leave the business 
we hereby promise to deliver to the towne collector the 
cloakes, instruments, and badges.”? In 1755 it is recorded 
that one Cordee ‘‘ was discharged from the office of one of 
the Town’s waits for misbehaviour.” 


The name piper implies that the instrument played on was 
originally the pipe or bagpipes, not necessarily the bagpipes 
of Scotland, but an instrument more nearly allied to the 
small pipes of Northumbria, in which the supply of wind is 
provided by means of bellows and not by the breath of the 
piper.3 

Joseph Hunter remarks, in one of his manuscripts pre- 
served in the British Museum, ‘“ At Sheffield, when I was a 
boy, they [the town waits] went from house to house at 
Christmas, when they played for an hour or so and received 
gratuities.” Long after the town waits were given up the 
Christmas singers were known as waits, and might be heard 
singing from house to house early on Christmas morning. 
These old customs are fast dying out among us. 


A very interesting feature in these accounts is the record 
they preserve of the raising and equipment of soldiers to 
assist in suppressing the Northern Rebellion in the year 1569. 
It was the duty of the men of Sheffield, as of every other 
town and parish in the land, to keep ready for use arms and 
armour for the defence of the country ; but when the parti- 
sans of Mary Stuart and of the old religion rushed to arms in 
November, 1569, and raised a rebellion that at first looked 
formidable, an effort was necessary beyond that of ordinary 
times. The whole country was called upon, and Sheffield 
took its part with the rest. What we see in these accounts 
of the setting forth and equipping of four township men in 
November, of twelve soldiers lying at Doncaster in the 
same month, of the two soldiers that should have gone in 
February, and of the blue coat men in April, is a picture in

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miniature of what all England was then doing for the defence 
of her Queen and the liberties of her people. In 1569 and 
1570 there were two special lays or levies on the town, and 
it will be seen, from the accounts, who contributed and how 
much per head (pages 300-303.) The first lay yielded £7. 9s., 
and the second, which was half the rate ze the first, £3. 
11s. tod. During the stress of this impost payments for the 
highways and bridges were suspended, and £12. 1s. 3d. was 
taken from the town chest for the service of the war. The 
accounts will be most easily understood by the following 
summary :’—

Among those on whom the assessment was laid are some 
whose names figure among the tenants of the Burgery in 
1565 (pages 13 to 15), and some whose names are on the list 
of those who pay the lord's chief rents of 1566 (pages 298-9.) 
The total number assessed was 155, while the tenants of the 
Burgery were 56, and the payers of the lord’s chief rent 60. 
Nine names appear in all three lists; nineteen occur in the 
assessment and in the rental of 1565; four occur in the rental 
and in the lord’s rent; twenty-three in the assessment and 
in the lord’s rent. 


A problem not easy to solve is the explanation of the entry 
on page 298, called “ My lord’s rents for the [fee firm} of 
the Burgery ;” and again, ‘‘ Feodarium firme ville de Shet- 
feld.” The amount of these rents in 1566 was 57s. 14d., of 
which sum 55s. 23d. was paid ‘to my Lordes ferme greve 
of Hallam yearly as hath bene accostomed tyme out of 
mynde of man,” as appears in the lord’s rentals of the 
fifth year of King Henry VIII. The small balance left, 
namely, 1s. 11d., was given to the gatherer of the rent.

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The difficulty is to reconcile the amount of this fee ferm 
rent with the fee ferm rent of £3. 8s. gtd. reserved 
under Furnival’s charter. Mr. Samuel Mitchell, in his 
“Essay on the History of the Burgery of Sheffield,” pub- 
lished in 1828, conjectures that the difference, namely, 
13s. 63d., had been remitted to the inhabitants by some chief 
of the house of Furnival or Talbot, by a charter, which, if it 
ever existed, has been lost or destroyed. There is no evidence 
in support of this suggestion. In Harrison's survey of the 
manor of Sheffield made in 1637, the first payment from the 
soake of Sheffield is “‘ The Burges of Sheffield, £2 15s. 24d." 
These rents were collected and paid to the Lord of the 
Manor up to about the year 1680, but, owing to the fall in 
the value of money, the collection of such small sums grew 
more and more burdensome, and the amount was thence- 
forward paid out of the revenues of the Burgery. On the 
22nd August, 1757, occurs this entry, “Paid Mr. Smilter a 
year’s rent due to the Duke of Norfulk for the town’s wastes 
and premises comprised in Furnival’s grant, £2. 15s. 24d.”* 
The payment was, of course, a fact, but the addendum about 
Furnival's grant was a conjecture, or, perhaps we might say, 
a tradition. In October, 1784, the Burgesses resolved to 
purchase the fee ferm rents, quit rents, and chief rents issuing 
out of the town estates payable to the Earl of Surrey, who 
afterwards became eleventh Duke of Norfolk.2 The Earl of 
Surrey had obtained an Act of Parliament empowering him 
to dispose of all his due and unimprovable rents at Shefheld, 
and to apply the proceeds in the construction of markets. 
Many others besides the Burgery availed themselves of the 
opportunity of commuting small annual payments for a 
capital sum, and an impoftant step was thus taken in the 
emancipation of the town. 


An entry constantly recurring in the accounts from 
1567 onwards records a payment every year tor the din- 
ner of the twelve men or jury of the Sembly Quest, and 
for writing their verdict and pains. It may seem strange 
at first sight that the Burgesses should pay any portion of 
the expenses attendant on the sittings of a manorial court, 
but that feeling of surprise will pass away when we see more 
of the composition and work of these courts or inquests. We 
have remarked in Furnival’s charter how the lord of the 
manor undertook to hold his courts every three weeks. 
These continued to be held; but there were also other courts

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held twice every year, on Easter Tuesday and at Michaelmas. 
The chief sitting was at Easter. The heading of the record 
for one of these Easter sessions held in the year 1718 reads 
thus :— 

Estreats of fines and amerciaments at the Court Leet, Grand Court 
Baron, and Court of the Honour of Assembly Inquest held,” &c, 

These words seem to indicate three separate courts, and 
from the duties discharged it would appear that while the 
Great Court Baron was a court of the lord of the manor, the 
Court Leet and Court of the Honour of Assembly Inquest 
were the Courts of the people—a survival of the old village 
assembly. Mr. Earwaker, in his introduction to the Court 
Leet Records of Manchester, says :— 

The Court Leet is one of the oldest courts in the kingdom, being based 

on the Sheriff's Turn or Circuit, a court dating from the time of the 
Saxons, and so called from the sheriff going on circuit throughout the 
county he represented. . . . In some cases, it is not improbable that 
the Courts Leet represented the older Hundred Courts, the area of their 
jurisdiét‘on being reduced from the whole Hundred to some large manor 
within that Hundred. In other cases the right of holding a Court Leet 
was sometimes granted by the Crown to the lord of an important and ex- 
tensive manor, whereby justice was brought home to the people residing 
within that manor, and the lord of the manor not only gained in prestige 
and authority, but also profited pecuniarily by the fees and fines of the 
court. In the process ot time, however, the criminal jurisdiction of these 
courts became very greatly limited, but they continued to exist down to 
modern times as essentially local courts, their jurisdiction being confined 
to the appointment of officers to look after the wellbeing of the locality, 
and to regulate such matters as now, speaking generally, are supervised 
by the municipal authorities, local boards, and sanitary authorities of 
modern times. ! 
Doubtless in the 16th century these courts had fallen very 
much under the influence and control of the lord of the 
manor, but the popular forms were maintained, and, in 
appearance at least, the community governed itself. Gren- 
ville Sharpe, as quoted by Toulmin Smith, says :— 

Every act of injustice or vice whatsoever, and even mere immoralities, 
are within the cognisance of the Courts Leet, which are competent in 
themselves to find a remedy for every inconvenience without searching for 
Acts of Parliament.? 

The business of the Great Court Baron was to register 
surrenders and admissions to the copyhold tenancies, and to 
receive fines and rents due tothe lord. These were matters 
between the lord and his tenants, and had it been for the 
service of these courts that the Burgery paid a yearly con- 
tribution, a feeling of surprise would have been justified. But 
there was something more than this. Among the old records 
preserved in the Duke of Norfolk's estate office at Sheffield

and admissions to properties such as are referred to above; 
but others are lists of those amercements and “ paynes ” laid 
by the jury for whose dinners the Burgesses paid, and whose 
verdict they were so careful to have written.t They throw a 
flood of light on the condition of the town and on its method 
of government. While the Burgery or free tenants were a 
kind of local aristocracy representing the town in its relations 
with the Government of the Queen and with the authorities 
of the county, the Sembly Quest, or ‘* Court of the Honour 
of Assembly Inquest,” concerned itself with the minutest de- 
tails of local government, enacted bye laws which it called 
‘‘paynes,’’ and fined offenders against these bye laws, or 
against the statutes of the realm. It was the duty of Courts 
Leet regularly and periodically to inquire “if there be any 
ways, waters, ditches, or paths obstructed, narrowed, or 
stopped, or turned out of the right course to a wrong course, 
unto the danger of the King’s people, &c.”’ At pages 312 to 
320 of this volume will be found the record of the Assembly 
Quest for the year 1609, which may be taken as a sample of 
the scope and nature of the work of this important court—a 
record instinct with life and with human interest. There 
are bye laws about scouring and cleansing ditches and water 
courses. The common wells are carefully protected from 
contamination. Fines are imposed on those who obstruct 
the streets with refuse or middens. The lord’s monopolies 
in the corn mill and the public bakehouse are recognised and 
guarded, and there are curious regulations about the price to 
be paid for wedding dinners and goose feasts. The young 
folks are forbidden to play football and other games in the 
churchyard or in the town streets. One curious regulation 
reads thus :— 

Item, a payne laid that no maner of person or persons shall at any tyme 
after nyne of the clock until three of the clocke in the morning use walk- 
inge or talkinge in the towne street whereby it shall be anoyance to those 
that be honest men and howseholders in the said towne, in payne of every 
one so offendinge, so often as they are taken or known to behave them- 
selves to the vexacion of their honest neighbours to forfeit xs. And if he 
be asonne, servant, or apprentice, the father or master of such a sonne, 


servant, or apprentice to pay the mercyment due for such sonne, servant, 
or apprentice. 


It must not be overlooked that these regulations and fines 
were not made by the lord of the manor or his officers, but 
by a jury of the inhabitants—the people governing them-

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selves. The heading of the list of officers says they were 
‘appointed by the jury.’’ In a similar record for the soke of 
Bradfield the jurors say, ‘‘ we doe present, nominate, and ap- 
poynt”’ the constables, overseers of the highways, overseers 
of bread and ale, and so on. In Shefheld there were officers 
to see and search that flesh, fish, bread and ale were lawful 
and sufficient according to the statute; to see that butter 
and eggs were brought into the market and not sold in the 
fields ; to see and search that corn was brought in the market 
and none sold until the market bell rang. There were over- 
seers for the mending of the highways, for searching and 
sealing of leather,! for gathering money to pay the swine- 
herd, to see that swine were ringed according to the statute, 
while to each of the town wells was assigned one overseer to 
looke that none did corrupt it by washing clothes or any- 
thing else. 


In the Manchester Court Leet records may be seen abund- 
ant illustrations of the working of this ancient institution. 
The Sheffield regulation against playing football and other 
games in the churchyard and streets finds its counterpart in 
a Manchester order of the 4th April, 1583 :— 

The jury doth order that whereas there is great abuse in a game or 
games used in the town called gidiegadie or the catspallet, and tipping or 
hurling the ball, that no manner of person shall play at the same games 
being above the age of seven years, either in the churchyard or in any 
streets of this town upon paine of every person so playing to be imprisoned 
in the Dongeon for the space of two hours, or else every person so offend- 
ing to pay sixpence every time; and if they have not to pay then the parents 
or masters of such persons so offending to pay the said sixpence or to suffer 
the like imprisonment. 


The game of giddy-gaddy or tip cat, like the modern game 
bearing the latter naine, was and is a dangerous amusement 
to practice in the streets. The Sheffield game of “ horno- 
billands ” seems to have been of a similar kind. 


In addition to the Court Leet Records, the Manchester 
Corporation has also printed three volumes of Constables’ 
Accounts, and these again afford a valuable side light on our 
Burgery. Many of the duties discharged by the constables

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in Manchester were discharged by the Burgery in Sheffield, 
as for example the passing on of cripples, the hue and ery, 
the raising of money for the King’s provision, the charge of 
the parish armour, the maintenance of the archery butts, the 
payment for the House of Correction. These and other ex- 
penses in Sheffield were defrayed out of the ordinary income 
of the Burgery, while in Manchester the constables had to 
levy rates in order to provide funds. There were, as we 
have scen, “lays” or ‘‘sessments” in Sheffield for special 
occasions, but the burden on the town was very much 
lightened by the income from the public property. If, for ex- 
ample, we compare the year 1612-13 in Sheffield with the 
same year in Manchester we shall realise how the public 
property in Sheffield saved the pockets of the ratepayers. 
The receipts of the Collector in Sheffield were £15. 18s. 6d., 
made up of a year’s rent £11. 18s. 4d., and a balance brought 
forward of £4. 10s. 2d. The receipts of the constables in 
Manchester were £ 26. 11s. 5d., made up as follows :—Balance 
from the last year £1. 4s. gd.; received from the mise 
gatherers! for one oxe lay, 16s. o}d.; received from the mise 
gatherers for the repair of beacons, munition of armour, 
weapons, match, bullets, and powder for the train bands £1. 
5s. tod. and £2. 12s. 8d.; received from the mise gatherers 
for the furnishing of souldiers for reinforcing his Majesty’s 
garrisons in Ireland £3. 7s. 11d, and £7. 3s. 3d.; received of 
the hamlets for ox money £1. 15s. 2d.; received more of the 
mise gatherers to pay for making of precepts for hue and cry 
after fellons and other suspected persons of murder, as also 


other precepts to the hamlets for collecting ox money, and 


for souldiers into Ireland, and repair of beacons, munition of 
armour, weapons, match, bullets, and powder for the train 
bands, and also for the conveying of prisoners to Lancaster, 
repairing of the dongeon, cage, stocks, and rogues’ post, and 
other necessary uses for the townes as by these particular 
accounts appeareth £8. 5s. gd.; total, £26. 11s. 5d. 


Thus we see the expenses of Sheffield met entirely from the 
rents of property; those of Manchester from lays or assess- 
ments. The moneys of each were laid out for very similar 
objects. The account for Sheffield will be found in full on 
page 98. It commences with a payment to the constable of 
£6. 1s. 3d. for the relieving of maimed souldiers, erecting and 
maintaining the House of Correction, repairing various county 
bridges, the relief of prisoners in gaol, the provision of wax for 
his Majesty’s household, and the payment of Captain Phillip’s 
yearly pension. 16d. is expended in repairing the town butt;

4d. for amending the cage and 
stocks and sawing timber fora new pair of stocks; 6s. for 
dressing the town armour; 5s. 4d. for trained souldiers when 
they went to Rotherham, as well as some other charges about 
the armour. The total expended was £16. 3s. 4d., or 4s. tod. 
more than the collector received, “‘ which was taken out of the 
next year’s rent.” Some of the items of expense in 
Manchester may be noted for the sake of comparison with 
those in Sheffield :— 


For ox money, £2. gs. o}d.; for repair of beacons, armour, weapons, &c., 
for the traine bands,! £3. 17s. 6d.; for furnishing soldiers for Ireland, ? 
to. 3s. 8d,; for sending a cripple and three children to the constable of 
Cheetham in a cart,® rs. Gd; for carrying two lame souldiers that came 
from Westchester to go to York, one horse back and towards their relief, 4 
1s, 6d.; for carrying an old woman by a barrow towards Yorkshire,® 4d.; 
for going unto Bury by both the constables for answering the payment 
of the aid money for all the freeholders of Manchester, ® 2s. 6d.; for mend- 
ing the lock of the cage? and other work, 5s.; to making precepts for hue 
and ery, &c., 6d, 


These or similar entries may be found in the following 
pages of the Sheffield Burgery accounts, showing how Shef- 
field was helped in her necessary burdens by her public 
property. 


One of the duties discharged by the Burgesses was in con- 
nection with the taxation of the town. The accounts show 
that a tax, frequently recurring, and amounting to 45s. 4d., 
was usually paid by the Burgesses out of their general income, 
while in other cases a special levy was made. When subsidies 
were granted by Parliament, the constables of the various 
townships were summoned by the Royal Commissioners to 
appear before them, and various small items of expense in 
connection with these visits are entered in the Burgesses’ 
accounts for journeys to Pontefract, Doncaster, and other 
places. The question of taxation in England has been fully 
treated in the work of Mr. Stephen Dowell, assistant solicitor of 
Inland Revenue, entitled ‘‘ A History of Taxation and Taxes

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in England from the earliest times to the year 1885.” From 
this authority we learn that taxation on rent and moveables 
began in 1188, when what was known as the Saladin 
tithe was granted—a tax representing one-tenth of a year's 
rent or one-tenth of the full value of each man's personal — 
property. The tax passed through various phases, but in 
1334 Royal Commissioners were directed to treat with the 
men of cities, boroughs, and townships, and settle with them | 
a fine or sum to be paid as a composition representing the 
tax. Parliament granted a 15th from counties outside royal 
demesne, and a roth from cities, towns, and royal demesne, 
Henceforth the sum fixed in 1334 was accepted as the basis 
of taxation, and ‘‘as far as the exchequer is concerned a 
‘fifteenth and tenth’ was practically a fiscal expression for a 
sum of about £39,000; and when a fifteenth and tenth was 
granted every county knew the amount to be raised in the 
county for the fifteenth, and every city and borough the 
amount to be raised therein for the tenth.’’? 


On this basis taxation proceeded, until Parliament in Tudor 
times began to add to the fifteenths and tenths a general 
subsidy on land and goods. A poll tax resorted to in 1513 
yielded only £50,000, whereas it bad been expected to pro- 
duce £160,000. The deficiency was sought to be made up in 
1514 by a general subsidy of 6d. in the pound, but as this 
yielded only £45,637, a second subsidy was levied in addition 
toa fifteenth and a tenth. ‘* From this time,"’ says Mr. Dowell, 
‘dates the practice of granting in supplement to tenths and 
fifteenths, and in the same Act, a general subsidy of the kind 
granted in 1514.”3 Though the subsidy began in 1514 at 
the modest rate of 6d. in the pound, long before the close of 
King Henry's reign a full or entire subsidy was 4s. in the 
pound on the rent of lands and 2s. 8d. in the pound on goods, 
an arrangement very favourable to land because the rent 
only was taxed, while on goods the levy was on the full 
value. 


The subsidy, like the fifteenths and tenths, soon fell into a 
stereotyped groove. Nominally 4s. in the pound on lands — 
and 2s. 8d. in the pound on goods, it became in practice a 
grant of a sum of money of about the same amount as the 
yield of the last preceding subsidy. ‘‘ A subsidy in the latter 
vears of Elizabeth meant, effectively, a sum of about £80,000 
to be levied after the manner of former subsidies, just asa 
fifteenth and tenth meant a sum of about £30,000 to be levied

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in the accustomed manner."'* Sometimes the tax was col- 
leéted in two parts, as 2s. 8d. and 1s. qd. on land, and ts. 8d. 
and ts.on goods. The mode of procedure was as follows. 
Commissioners were appointed for the management of the 
tax, and these were divided into sets of distri¢ét commissioners 
for the various hundreds, who issued precepts to the con- 
stables and others to attend and be examined before them. 
The district commissioners appointed assessors who assessed 
the taxpayers and returned their assessments to the assistant 
commissioners. There was a right of appeal from the asses- 
sors to the commissioners. Collectors were appointed by 
the commissioners, and sub-collectors gathered in the money. 
The machinery was thus not unlike that for the collection of 
the modern income tax, but the commissioners and assessors 
of the 16th century had not attained to the scientific perfec- 
tion of the Surveyors of Taxes and the Commissioners of In- 
land Revenue in the latter years of the 19th century. 


It was to meet the Commissioners, and go through the 
forms of assessment, that such frequent visits to Doncaster 
and other places were paid by the Sheffield constables—men 
whose appointment by the Assembly Quest we have seen 
recorded at page 318. An entry on the first page of the first 
account book records the names of the local assessors for the 
tax on the 6th April, 1593.2. The sum to be raised was 
45s. 4d. It is called a whole tax, and represents the contri- 
bution of the whole town. This was evidently the fixed and 
well understood contribution from the town ot Sheffield, dat- 
ing probably from the settlement of 1334. It occurs as early 
as 1572 and as late as 1604, after which date the Burgery 
seem to have thrown the burden on the broader shoulders of 
the town at large. An entry from the constables’ accounts 
for the year 1624 records the payment of three-fifteenths 
£6. 16s.3 This sum is exactly three times the customary 
45s. 4d., and being called by the constables “three fifteenths,” 
shcws that Sheffield was assessed as part of the county, 
and not as a borough, where the computation was by tenths 


In 1567 a tax of 23s. 4d. was paid; in 1568 one of 23s.— 
sums that are nearly but not exactly half the customary 
45s. 4d. In 1570 Parliament granted two 15ths and toths 
and one subsidy to meet the expenses of the northern rebel- 
lion, and it was in 1569 and 1570 that the special assessments 
already referred to were paid. In 1572 occurs the first

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payment of 45s. qd. In 1575, 1581, 1585, and 1587 Parlia- 
ment granted 15ths and roths with subsidies: and in 1589, 
the Armada year, four 15ths and roths with two subsidies — 
were voted, together with two subsidies of 6s. from the 
clergy. These taxes were computed to raise—From the 
15ths and toths, £120,000; from the subsidies, £160,000; 
from the clergy, £60,000. In 1592 and 1597 six 15ths and 
toths and three subsidies were voted, but the last subsidy of 
1592 produced only £80,000, though it was supposed to be 
4s. on the rent of land and 2s. 8d. on the value of goods. 


It will be noted that these imposts were not voted every 
year, and accordingly we find in the Burgery accounts some 
years in which no tax is paid. After a payment in 1572 
no tax occurs till 1576, when two taxes are paid amounting 
to £4. 10s. 8d. We then pass to 1581, when one tax, 45s. 4d., 
is paid, and then to 1584, when a like amount appears, 
Payment of the same sum for taxes occurs in 1586, 1588, 
1589, and 1590. In 1593 and 1594 two taxes are paid each 
year. It is, perhaps, unnecessary to pursue the details 
further. The prevailing figure is 45s. 4d., but there are — 
occasional variations, as in 1602, when after paying the 
45s. 4d. it is added in a later entry, “more deltvered to 
Edward Saunderson towards the payment of a tax, 5s. 5d.” 
We have seen above how in 1624 the tax was paid by the 
constables, doubtless out of an assessment made for the pur- 
pose, and such entries as this of 5s. 5d. ‘‘towards the payment 
of a tax” lead to the inference that the Burgery, though no — 
longer able to discharge the whole tax, were still willing, so_ 
far as they could, to help the town. At a later period, under 
the unpopular and mischievous window tax of 1696, the 
Burgesses are seen contributing towards the assessment. In _ 
1713 £8. Ios. was paid out of the town’s stock to make up | 
the deficiency for the previous year, and in 1734 the Bur-— 
gesses are found making presents of knives ‘ to the window | 
peeper,” the officer who made the assessments, for an object 
that may, perhaps, be surmised.’ In 1644 we find a payment | 
ot £15. 18s. 8d. for **sesmentes and other necessary and need-_ 
ful uses,” and it is worthy of note that an assessment of 
Manchester in October of the same year (1644) amounted 
to £10. 178. 5d 

There are fewer references to the civil wars than might have’ 
been expected. In 1642 the Burgesses spent £21. 15s. 7d. on 
the purchase of 22 muskets. On page 148 we find a payment 
of £6 ‘when my Lord of Manchester's army took this castle.”

Beyond these the townsfolk seem to have pursued the 
even tenor of their way, making their ordinary outlay on 
the waits, the bridge, the Sembly Quest, and such matters. 
The only indication ot confusion is that the arrears of rent 
mount up from £20. 12s. in 1637 to £67. 9s. 2d. in 1650; and 
the accounts for 1648 and 1649 are not entered in the book. 


The old organisation of the Burgery continued until the 
year 1681, though an abortive effort to change it had been 
made in or about the year 1639. After the death of Gilbert, 
Earl of Shrewsbury, in 1616, the lords of the manor ceased 
to be regularly or even frequently resident at Sheffield Castle 
or Sheffield Manor, and it may well be that the loss of this 
paramount influence in the town was felt in some relaxation 
of the bonds that had hitherto held the community together. 
The townsmen of Sheffield had been for so many generations 
accustomed to lean on the guidance of the great lords whose 
chief seat Jay at their doors, that they felt the withdrawal 
of it. The modern citizen, thinking of earls as they 
exist to-day, scarcely realises the position of the Earls of 
Shrewsbury in the r5th and 16th centuries. They were more 
like the lords of a principality than noblemen managing 
anestate. Their Courts Baron and View of Frank Pledge 
exercised jurisdiction over a large part of Derbyshire and 
South Yorkshire. The High Peak owned their sway, and 
their courts were held as far south as Ashbourne. Matlock, 
Wirksworth, Brassington, Tissington, and Hartington, as 
well as the townships of High Peak, are recorded in their 
stewards’ accounts. Chesterfield was the place for holding 
the View of Frank Pledge for the Liberty of Scarsdale, and 
around that ancient borough, Staveley, Barlborough, Aston, 
Langwith, Whitwell, Brimington, Whittington, Hacken- 
thorpe are among the places mentioned. There was alsu 
the manor house of Wingfield, with the district around it, 
including Morton, Pilsley, Stretton, and other townships. 
Holmsfield, too, and Eckington, Elmton, and Creswell are 
enumerated. On the Yorkshire side, without mentioning the 
great Liberty of Hallamshire, occur such places as Wath, 
Hoyland, Elsecar, and many other townships. Over all this 
land the Earl of Shrewsbury for the time being was lord 
paramount, and near his home at Sheffield he must have com- 
manded special deference. When this influence, which had 
lasted for so many generations, was withdrawn or diminished 
and the townsmen tried to walk alone, can we wonder if their 
leaders were timid and the people ready to try experiments 
in independence? ‘The leading men of the town, either from 
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the long habit, or because of a still restraining hand, did not 
boldly seek a royal charter of incorporation, but set in motion 
the machinery of the Court of Chancery. That these steps 
were taken with the assent of the active members of the 
Burgery is clear from entries in the accounts. Dissatisfac- 
tion, so far as it existed, might be looked for among the 
tenants of the Burgery lands, or among those non-freeholders 
who envied the privileges they did not possess. 


The accounts of the Burgery from the commencement of 
the 17th century grow more and more stereotyped and life- 
less. ‘The expenditure went on year after year in its old 
groove, and, as the century progressed, the tenants of the 
Burgery lands and houses seemed to become infected with a 
reluctance to pay rent. The arrears of rent, which never 
exceeded a few shillings up to 1609, and were nothing at all 
in 1610, 1611, and 1612, gradually rose until they touched 
£18. 15s. 7d. in 1638 and £54. 16s. 6d. in 1643. The old 
prescriptive use and wont of a non-corporate community 
seemed not strong enough to meet an emergency in which 
much real distress was coincident with a wide acceptance of 
new ideas, and the few who felt the responsibility of their 
position cast about fora remedy. They found it in an Act 
of Parliament passed in the 43rd year of Queen Elizabeth, 
entitled “* An Act to Redress the Misemployment of Lands, 
Goods, and Stocks of Money heretofore given to Charitable 
Uses.” It need scarcely be said that this was a lawyer's 
remedy. The authors of it ignored, perhaps never knew, 
how the property of the town was set apart for public rather 
than for charitable uses. The convenient fiction was set up 
that these lands and tenements were the gift of pious donors 
for charitable purposes, and thus came within the purview of 
the statute. ‘The ancient organisation of the Burgery was 
entirely ignored, and a Commission was issued to inquire 
into certain hypothetical abuses and negligences, and to take 
order so as to ensure the future due and faithful employment 
of the funds. ‘The first Commission to this effect was issued 
on the 16th May, 1640, in the 16th year of Charles I., but 
nothing was done under that Commission. The Earl of 
Strafford, one of the Commissioners named therein, lost his 
head within a year, namely, on the 12th May, 1641, and the 
Civil War broke out on the raising of the King's standard at 
Nottingham in August, 1642. It is not surprising therefore 
if the small affairs of the Sheffield Burgery were neglected 
for weightier matters. The strange thing is that this Com- 
mission of Charles I. has all along been treated as a Commis- 
sion of Charles II., and copies of it endorsed ‘16th Charles 
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Il.” remain to this day among the Burgery papers. The 
16th year of Charles IT. runs from January, 1665, to January, 
1666, twenty-five years after the frst Commission was issued, 
and scarcely a man among the Commissioners named was 
living at the latter date. There must have been a second 
Commission issued by Charles II., but I have not been 
fortunate enough to find it. The new Commission apparently 
ran on the lines of the old one, with a new set of names 
inserted as Commissioners. In the year 1681 four of these 
Commissioners made a decree adjudging the lands and houses 
to thirteen persons whom they named, their heirs and assigns, 
in trust for the repair of the Lady's Bridge, of the Barker’s 
Pool, of the causeways and highways, ‘“‘and other charitable 
and public uses within the said town of Sheffield.’’ The 
effect of this decree was to alter the character of the ancient 
Burgery. From a free community of self-governing Burgesses, 
acting according to their unfettered discretion, it was changed 
into a quasi-charity with defined powers, the saving clause of 
which lay in the wide reaching words “ other charitable and 
public uses.” With the lapse of years other provision has 
been made for the repair of highways and bridges, and the 
Barker Pcol has passed away, so that to-day the general 
clause ‘‘ other charitable and public uses" is all the guidance 
left for the Town Trustees save what they have since acquired 
in special Acts of Parliament. ‘There was also happily a 
vitalising provision in the Decree—a provision unfortunately 
absent from the charter of Queen Mary, namely, the principle 
of popular election, to which was subsequently added the 
publication of accounts. The Commissioners decreed that 
when any three or more of the Trustees should be dead the 
survivors should convey the estates to such other persons as 
should be nominated and appointed by the greater part of 
the inhabitants within the said town of, Sheffield, ‘‘so that - 
the estate in law of the premises may not remain in Trustees 
und2r the number of twelve for above the space of six 
months together.” This popular element has kept the Trust 
in touch with the progress of the times. It is true that 
during a large part of the 18th century the Trustees inter- 
preted in their own way the directions about filling up 
vacancies, and from 1713 to 1778 there were usually 
only a colleétor and six assistants.‘ At length public 
attention was called to the matter, and on the 23rd 
July, 1778, five Trustees were elected to fill up the vacan- 
cies. The next election of Trustees occurred on the 16th 
August, 1784, when Benj. Broomhead, Vincent Eyre, Henry

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Tudor, Samuel Marshall and John Greaves were elected. 
The excellent resolve of 1778 to carry out the letter as well 
as the spirit of the Decree of Charitable Uses proved evan- 
escent, and it was not till June, 1801, that another election 
was held. That transaction is recorded on page 398. At 
the time of this election, and for some years, both before and 
after, the question had been agitated of the right of the 
inhabitants, irrespective of any freehold qualification, to 
vote at the election of Trustees. In 1793 a scheme was 
submitted to a Master in Chancery, but the suit was not 
pressed to a decision. On the 5th April, 1811, a committee 
of the inhabitants was appointed, and a subscription raised 
“ for the purpose of obtaining a proper and specific settle- 
ment of the Town Trust.’ On the lee he in the same 
year the Trustees called a meeting of the Freeholders to fill 
up three vacancies. Mr. Robert Turner, one of the Trustees, 
presided. A number of inhabitants, not being Freeholders, 
were present, and it was claimed that the right of election 
lay with the inhabitants at large. In opposition to this view 
the opinion of Mr. Leach, a learned counsel, was read in 
favour of the rights of the Freeholders, but the meeting 
separated without any election being made. Further con- 
troversy followed between the town and the Trustees, and in 
the end, in August, 1816, Charles Thompson, Esq., Master 
in Chancery, made a report in favour of the Freeholders. 
This report was followed by a decree dated the 26th April, 
1817, in which it was said :— 

This Court doth decree that the right of eleétion of new Trustees to 
the charity estates in question in this cause is vested in the inhabitants of 
the town of Sheffield being Freeholders; and it is ordered that the 


Trustees do proceed to a new election to fill up the vacancies according ta 
the Decree of Charitable Uses. 


An election was accordingly held on the 5th December, 
1817. Ten candidates were put in nomination, and Benjamin 
Withers, Jun., Samuel Mitchell, and Thomas Asline Ward 
were duly elecéted and appointed. 


On the 18th September, 1822, there was an election to fill 
three vacancies. There were eleven candidates, out of whom 
William Battie, William Fisher, and Thomas Pearson were 
duly elected and appointed, and on the 5th May, 1828, 
Messrs. John Rodgers, Michael Ellison, Samuel Bailey, and 
Samuel Hadfield were chosen. There were fifteen candi- 
dates put in nomination, including James Montgomery and 
Bartholomew Hounsfield. Nine years elapsed before there 
was another election, but public interest in the affairs of the 
Trust by no means abated. An election was fixed tor the 
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5th May, 1837, and in preparation for it quite an array of 

talent was offered. Something of the humour of the situa- 

tion may be gathered from the following eleétion squib :— 
An Election of Three suitable persons to fill up vacancies in the Town's 


Trust will take place at the Town's Hall on Friday next, at eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon.

The election resulted in the return of ‘ the People’s list,” 
Messrs. Levick, Hawksworth, and Vickers. 


Again an interval of nine years elapsed before a vacancy 
occurred. Vincent Henry Eyre resigned on the 30th Oc- 
tober, 1846, and four candidates appeared in the field, 
namely, Edward Vickers, Samuel Scott Deakin, Samuel 
Roberts, Jun., and Henry Wilkinson. Mr. Henry Wilkinson 
was elected. On the roth December following another elec- 
tion was held, owing to the resignation of Thomas Pearson, 
William Butcher, John Sykes, and Thomas Dunn were 
nominated, and Mr. Butcher was elected. In June, 1847,

Samuel Roberts the younger, and in July, 1847, Thos. 
Porter, were elected—Mr. Roberts without a contest, and 
Mr. Porter after defeating Mr. Thomas Blake. 


I do not follow the record of electioms into what may be 
called modern times. It may suffice to say that elections are 
now regularly held when vacancies arise, and the keenest 
interest is felt in the appointments. 


The first indication in these accounts of the new order 
of things constituted under the Decree of 1681 is shown 
in the accounts for the year 1686, when the old heading of 
the Burgery is changed into these words :— 

“« The account of Mr. William Simpson, collector of the rents belonging 
to the Trustees appointed by a decree of charitable uses,” &c, 

At the end of the accounts for that year is a memorandum 
recording the election of five new Trustees, doubtless in- 
tended to fill up vacancies by death or resignation. In the 
main the expenditure goes on on the old lines, but the rental 
has increased to £47 14s. 8d., and the arrears of rent con- 
tinue to be heavy. Nevertheless the Trustees were able 
to save money, which they lent out upon bond at the rate of 
6 per cent. interest. Among the loans are £200 to twenty 
scissorsmiths, and £50 to ‘* Twelve Tradesmen.” It is not 
easy to trace all the items on the system of accounts adopted 
by the Burgesses. The accounts for 1688 show a total sum 
owing upon bond of £983; further on in the same year the 
sum owing is put at £714, and at the beginning of the 
accounts for 1689 the total upon bond is stated at £286, 
although the repayments of loans as recorded only amount 
to £50. How the difference was disposed of is not explained. 


An interesting series of entries occurs showing payments by 
the Trustees towards the stipend of the vicar and for repairs 
of the vicarage. In this connection should be noticed the 
memorandum dated 2oth August, 1688, which, though can- 
celled in the book, throws a light on the position of the vicar 
and his parishioners. It is clear that a colle@tion was made 
at this time in the town to augment the vicar’s stipend—not 
a compulsory rate, but a collection ‘‘ by way of entreaty,” 
and the Trustees were careful to call their contribution to 
this fund a “ gratuity” and sometimes a “free gift.” In 
1706 “two years’ gratuity,” namely £20 was paid, ‘the 
same being voted and carried by a majority of the Free- 
holders.” * It is worthy of notice, also that Mr. Jolley, who 
was minister of the Upper Chapel, received in 1700 “his

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year's salary ;"’ but there are several other references to Mr. 
Jolley, which rather suggest the idea that he acted in some 
secular capacity in the service of the Burgery.* Other 
ecclesiastical benefactions were about this time embraced 
within the scope of the Trustees’ operations, and £120 was 
contributed to the new church, now known as St. Paul's.? 
On several occasions the Archbishop of York was enter- 
tained at considerable expense.3 Payments were made for 
new bells at the Parish Church in 1687, 1694, and 1798;+ 
but at a later period gifts for church purposes were declined. 

At the close of the 17th century the Burgesses were busily 
engaged in building a Town Hall on land immediately 
adjoining the Church gates. There are references in the 
accounts to a still earlier hall, but I am inclined to believe 
this was wholly or partly the property of the Lord of the 
Manor. In the accounts for 1566 occurs a payment of 
eightpence to Wm. Dycker ‘ for storinge at the new halle.” 
It is known that the Cutlers’ Company built a hall in Church 
street in 1638 at a cost of £150 15s. 11d.; but in Harrison’s 
Survey of the Manor of Sheffield, dated 29th September, 
1637, there is a mention of the “Sheffield Towne hall” 
among the properties of the Lord of the Manor within Shef- 
field Soake. The following is the entry, taken from the 
Survey, a valuable manuscript now preserved in the Duke 
of Norfolk's Estate Office. It occurs under the heading of 
Shefheld Soake, and among the tenants at will :— 

John Butler holdeth at will a shopp under Sheffield Towne hall and 
payeth yearly ij s,; Wm. Skargill holdeth a shopp under Sheffield Towne 
hall and payeth yearly xxviijs.; Charles Housley holdeth a shop under 
Sheffield Town hall and payeth yearly xx s.; Widdow Eyre holdeth at will 
a shop under Sheffield Town hall and payeth yearly xxjs.; Richard 
Gregge holdeth at will a shop under Sheffield towne hall and payeth 
yearly xxijs.; Thomas Barton holdeth at will a shop under Sheffield 
towne hall and payeth yearly xiijs.; Richard Colton holdeth at will a 
shop under Sheffield towne hall and payeth yearly xvj s.; Widdow Elmore 
holdeth at will a shop under Sheffield Towne hall and payeth yearly 
xiiij s.; Willm. Hoyland junior holdeth at will a shop under Sheffield 
Towne hall and payeth yearly xxij s,; Geerge Lee holdeth at will a shop 
under Sheffield Towne hall and payeth yearly viijs. vjd.- Nicholas 
Stanniforth holdeth a shopp under Sheffield Towne hall and payeth 
yearly xiiij s. 

Clearly these shops, and the rent arising from them, 
belonged to the Jord; but there is no mention of any rent 
due from the Town Hall itself, and.probably the hall over the

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shops was the property of the burgesses. In the Town Hall 
built in 1700 the Lord of the Manor and the Burgesses had 
joint rights. The Duke of Norfolk contributed £100 towards 
the cost of the Hall on condition that he might hold his 
Manorial Courts there. Under date 3rd November, 1703, is 
a curiously worded memorandum about the bargain between 
the Duke of Norfolk and the Town. It is called “The 
Townes Burgesses grant to Thomas Duke of Norfolk.”* 
Like the earlier hall, the new hall had shops under it, as 
will be seen from an entry on page 291. The building has 
been described as a small one approached by a flight of 
steps. Under the hall were ‘lobbies for the detention 
of prisoners, and also little shops or stalls.* Neild, in his 
“ Prisons of Yorkshire,’ published in 1802, says: ‘ The 
lobbies under the Town Hall are three dark cells, which 
open into a narrow passage, the largest Sft. high hy 6ft. 
square.” There was a round hole in each lobby door 
through which the prisoners could be communicated with. 
It was from the steps of this hall that William Wilberforce 
addressed the ele¢tors at the great Yorkshire contest of 1807. 


After an existence for just over a century this Town Hall 
was declared “unfit for any public business,’’ and on the 
16th March, 1808, was advertised for sale, to be taken down 
and removed. The materials sold for £168. In 1805 we 
find the Town Trustees consulting with the Justices and the 
Master Cutler about the necessity for better accommodation. 
In July of the same year there was a conference with the 
Duke of Norfolk, and after prolonged negotiations a hall was 
built on land belonging to the Trust situate at the corner of 
Waingate and Castle street. The Trustees contributed 
towards the expense £1000, and paid Mr. C. Watson, archi- 
tect, of Wakefield, £50 for plans. This hall was opened on 
the 19th April, 1810. In the year 1864 the building was 
leased to the Corporation of Sheffield at a nominal rent for a 
term of 500 years, and was by them extensively altered and 
re-arranged. In 1894, 470 yards of land in Waingate ad- 
joining the hall were let on lease to the Corporation for a 
term of 470 years, a period fixed so that it might terminate 
at the same date as the lease of the adjoining piece. On 
this ground the Corporation have erected a handsome new 
police court, some much-needed cells, and other accommoda- 
tion, and the whole has been in public use since January, 
1897. In 1891, when the Corporation was actively engaged in 
erecting a new Town Hall on land adjoining St. Paul's Church,

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the Town Trustees consented to change the name of the old 
Town Hall to that of Court House, and under this designa- 
tion it is now known. The modern Municipal Corporation, 
with its large powers and many activities, in this, as in so 
many other departments, has superceded the older organisation 
of the Burgery. 


Probably no single undertaking in which the Town Trus- 
tees took part was more beneficial to the town, or more 
profitable to the town’s estate, than the promotion of a 
scheme for improving the navigation of the River Don, or 
Dun. The first mention of the project occurs in the accounts 
of 1722. Theactive parties to the movement were the Town 
Trustees, the Cutlers’ Company of Hallamshire, and the 
Corporation of Doncaster. The story opens with an expen- 
diture of 13s. ‘to treat Judge Jessop." Then follow journeys 
to Doncaster, Rotherham, York, and elsewhere, and con- 
ferences with surveyors, landowners, lawyers, and all the 
race of those who appear on the scene when engineering and 
parliamentary projects are afoot. Great efforts were made 
to secure the favour of noblemen and county magnates, and 
deputations were sent far afield to solicit aid or avert oppo- 
sition. One deputation went to York, Malton, and Castle 
Howard; another to Congleton and Chester; another to 
Liverpool and Stockport; another to Hull, Heyden, and 
Grimsby; another into Derbyshire; another to Lynn; 
another to Derby and Yarmouth. Strong opposition came 
from Gainsborough and Bawtry, where it was felt that the 
new navigation would divert traffic from the time-honoured 
trade route through those places. The efforts of the Trus- 
tees involved an expenditure far beyond the modest income 
then at their disposal, and in 1724 and 1725 they began to 
borrow money on personal security. £430 is recorded in 
Mr. Benj. Pearson's accounts for 1724-25-26, £1750 in 1727, 
and other sums at other times. The credit of the town and 
of the Trustees was good, and the rate of interest was 44 
per cent. 


A graphic account of the battle before the Parliamentary 
Committee survives in the letters of Mr. John Smith to his 
wife, written in 1726. Mr. Smith had been Master Cutler in 
1723, and throughout the struggle took a leading part on 
behalf of the Cutlers’' Company. The Town Trustees were 
represented by Mr. Samuel Shore, who is referred to by Mr. 
Smith, in his letters, in terms not wholly flattering, but, 
human nature being what it is, these little differences often 
occur during deputation work in London, as many gentle- 
men still living can testify. The earliest of Mr. Smith’s 
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letters is dated ‘‘ London, February 25th, 1725-6," and 
announces his arrival that day, ‘‘ very well, only my eyes are 
a little sore with the frost eayre.”” There was not much 
news. He had waited on Mr. Jessop and others, but could 
as yet say little of ‘‘the affair we are come about.” “ Pray 
make much of yourself in my absence. . . Dear love, I 
am yours till death, in the most affectionate bonds.” The 
good man had only been married in December to Rebecca 
Fletcher, his second wife, and this early separation was 
rather trying. The next letter is undated, and probably 
belongs toa later month. It bears the frank of J. Knight, 
member for Sudbury. A letter from the absent wife had 
“ put fresh life and spirits into a weary body.” They were 
“hard at work as ever’ and uncertain of the result, 
“but it is very probable next Thursday will, in a great 
measure, determine” the issue. 


I heartily wish this affair over one way or the other, for we are to have 
our grand struggle by councell on both sides, and are struggling to sup- 
port our different interest, | mean for and against our Bill. I hope to be 
at home with my dearest in about a fortnight, let the matter go how it 
will. Mr. Shore on Lord's daynight came to my bedchamber at to 
o'clock to my very great surprise ; he might have stayed at home, for I do 
not know he can either do us good or hurt. . . . Iam in very good 
health blessed be God, but poor Mr. Palmer is in a feavor; he is our sur- 
veyor of the River. I do not know how it may please God to deal with 
him, but he is dangerously ill. 


Mrs. Rebecca Smith had a bad habit of leaving her letters 
undated, but the reference to Mr. Palmer’s illness helps to 
_ locate one of them, in which she says :— 


Iam glad to hear you are so prudent to keep from Mr. Palmer now he 
is so dangerously ill. I shall be glad to hear it is better with him. I assure 
you, my dear, I have never taken any notice of what you said of Mr 
Shore, nor shant do to any person what ever. What ever you are pleased 
to communicate to me as a seacreet I hope youl allways find I keep one, 
for I look upon it as my duty so to do. 


Having so exemplary a wife, Mr. Smith was tempted to be 
communicative. In an undated letter, addressed to ‘‘ my 
dear creature,’ otherwise ‘‘ For Mrs. Smith, near Barker 
pool, in Sheffield, Yorkshire,” Jno. Smith, “in the strictest 
bonds of conjugal affection,” writes :— 


Parliament sits to-morrow, when we hope to have our Bill read a third 
time, and so shall have done with the House of Commons, but as the 
Lords do not meet till Tuesday next, we shall be hindered three or four 
days before we can bring it before them. As for Mr. Shore’s coming 
home, I am very glad of it; I wish he had neyer come, tor he, by his im- 
prudence and mismanagement, has done us a deall more hurt than good, 
and has drawn enimys upon us which we have now to grapple with, we 
should never have had but for him; but keep that to yourself. 


MR. JOHN SMITH. lvii. 


On the 16th April Mr. Smith announces that the Bill is 
through the House of Commons. He says :— 

I have the good news to tell you; we have this day read our Bill a third 
time and past the House of Commons, so that we shall have no more to 
do with them. We must now to the House of Lords, who meet on Tues- 
day next, at which we hope we shall be ready to carry up our Bill to desire 
their concurrence, and hope we shall have a quick despatch, if we do not 
meet with opposition. My dearest, I shall think every day two or three 
till I be with you 
The Bill was read by the Lords a first time on the roth 
April. On the 23rd April, Mr. Smith writes : — 

I am just now come from the House of Lords, and it is now past six: 
and have had no dinner this day, but will now go and get something: 
5 Here is Lister, of Bawtry, and Sir Nevill Hickman come to solicit 
against us and to support their petitions from Gainsborough and Bawtry ; 
also Mr. Stanyforth is joyned issue with them. There is now to bea 
strong combat; who will get the victory, time must produce, but we have 
great encouragement from all the lords of our acquaintance that they will 
stand by us, and particularly from the Duke of Devonshire, who is as 
familiar with me as anybody, for I talk with him every day, and he takes a 
great deal of pains for us. 

At length Mr. Smith was able to announce the final passing 
of the Bill on Friday, the 6th May, and his immediate return 
home. He says :— 

I went into Smithfield to take coach for Monday, but there being no 
room, I took room in the Darby coach for Wednesday morning. They 
now go in two days from here to Darby,so . . . dearest, I hope, God 
willing, to be with you on Friday night. I have writ to Mr. Cutler to 
send my horse to be at the Tobot, at Mr. Cooper’s, in Darby, on Thurs- 
day night, and also a horse for Mr. Steer. . . . After all my fatewque, 
blessed be God I am very well. 

The great work was thus accomplished, and the long absent 
husband returned home, only to find that his much cherished 
hopes of offspring had just been disappointed. 


The townsfolk welcomed these returning gentlemen with 
great rejoicings. £10 was spent on an entertainment at the 
Cutlers’ Hall “at the return of Mr. Smith and Mr. Steer 
from London,’’ and on the 15th February, 1727-8, “ Mr. 
John Smith was unanimously chose by the freehoiders assist- 
ant in the roome of Mr. Benjamin Pearson deceased,”’ at least 
one hundred freeholders being present. From that time till 
his death in 1753 Mr. Smith continued a most active member 
of the Town Trust, his familiar signature, ‘‘ Jno. Smith,” oc- 
curring again and again. He signed the minute book for the 
last time on the 6th June, 1753, with the shaking hand of an 
old man, and died on the 15th November following. 


The Navigation shares began to pay dividends in 1731, 
but the calls on the shareholders continued until 1763, when

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the Trustees paid the fifty-eighth.t The sum invested in 
this undertaking is now represented by £30,000 4 per cent. 
Rent Charge Stock of the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lin- 
colnshire Railway. 


The reader who glances down the pages of accounts and 
minutes will be struck with the multifarious functions of the 
Town Trustees, but they all resolve themselves under one 
guiding principle—the public advantage. It was to the 
advantage of the people of Sheffield to have improved means 
of communication with other parts of the country. Hence 
the enterprise of the navigation, followed at a later period — 
by the promotion of turnpike roads. As early as 1739 
there is a mention of the Chesterfield Turnpike, and in 1740, 
a consultation about a turnpike to Manchester.? In 1795 
one hundred pounds was invested in the Chesterfield turn- 
pike road.3 In 1777 and 1779 payments were made for 
roads to Halifax and to Gander lane.4+ In 1803 occur the 
Sparrow Pit and Eyam roads; in 1812 the Baslow road via 
Abbeydale; in 1818 the proposed road from Sheffield to 
Glossop. 5 


In 1811, and at other times, there were projects for canals. 
There was a proposal to make a canal from the River Dun 
to join the High Peak Junction Canal. In 1814 the Trustees 
became shareholders in the undertaking to make a canal 
from Sheffield to Tinsley. As early as 1830 railway projects 
attracted their attention, and the Trustees petitioned in 
favour of a Bill for making a railroad from Manchester to 
Whaley Bridge, ‘‘as being likely at some future period to be 
of importance to the Town of Shetheld by opening a com- 
munication with the mineral district of Derbyshire and the 
port of Liverpool.”® In 1836 railway projects, highway 
projects, and a project for the further improvement of the 
navigation of the Dun, were all under consideration at the 
same time, but the railways carried the day, and Sheffield 
men will be interested to listen again to reproductions, as if 
in a phonograph, of bygone railway schemes—some abortive 
and others destined to live in modified forms down to the © 
present. 


In this year 1897, in which we have been celebrating with 
such world-wide acclamation the 6oth anniversary of the — 
Queen's reign, it is pleasant to be reminded, from these 
minutes, of the coming of age of the Princess Victoria, of |

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her accession as Queen, of her coronation, and, in 1842, of 
the christening of the Prince of Wales, in all which events 
the Town Trustees took a part. 


The early years of the Queen’s reign were unhappily co- 
incident with much distress among the working people, and 
with much political discontent. There are references in the 
minutes to the Chartist riots in 1540; and at the celebration 
of the christening of the Prince of Wales in 1842, the most 
appropriate object for a public subscription was thought to 
be a gift of £150 towards a fund for the relief of the dis- 
tressed poor. There can scarcely be a more suggestive 
contrast than this entry affords, with our present happy 
condition. 


The supply of water for the inhabitants was one of the 
cares of the Trust. There were public wells from the earliest 
times which required cleaning and care. As early as 1672 it 
was resolved to enlarge Barker pool.t In 1685 the sum of 
£11 5s. 3d. was spent “for water worke about the Isle of 
Wight,”? from which we may infer that at that early date 
there was some thought of supplying the town with water 
from the river. In 1696 there are charges for making a new 
well at the Church gates.3 References to particular wells 
occur too frequently for separate mention, but in May, 1755, 
there is a payment of 6s. for ‘* boring in search of springs.” 4 
Private enterprise, however, took the water supply out of 
the hands of the Trustees. Mr. Hunter relates how a reser- 
voir was made near the White House by Messrs. Goodwin 
and Littlewood about 1713, and how, in 1737, Messrs. 
Matthewman having joined the undertaking, the works were 
extended to the Crookes Valley.5 The extension of the 
works, and their acquisition by the town on the 1st January, 
1888, lie outside the scope of the present work. 


The supervision of weights and measures was one of the 
duties of the Court Leet, but the Burgery occasionally inter- 
vened. In 1754 an active campaign against offenders was 
undertaken. Short measures were seized and burned; but 
with a kindliness that does not always mark the action of the 
law, sundry ‘* poor widows”’ received assistance to buy new 
measures, “their old ones having been taken from them as 
short.” Better still, the Burgesses appealed to the moral 
sense of the shopkeepers, and spent £6 5s. od. in printing 
and distributing 500 sermons upon weights and measures 
preached by the Rev. John Dickinson, one of the assistant

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ministers at the Parish Church.? In those days moral 
suasion was more relied on than Acts of Parliament to cure 
moral delinquencies. For example, in 1752, 5s. was laid out 
in dispersing papers against the practice of throwing at 
cocks. Inthe accounts for 1757 occurs a payment of 14s. 
6d. * to pay the cricket players on Shrove Tuesday to enter- 
tain the populace, and prevent the infamous practice of 
throwing at cocks.""?. This is aninterestingentry. It shows | 
the practical working of the philanthropic mind in the last 
century, when an effort was made to lead rather than drive 
public opinion. Under similar circumstances in our day a 
League would be formed to set the law in motion, or an 
agitation would be got up to procure the passing of a pro- 
hibitive Act of Parliament. We seem to lack the faith and 
the patience that characterized our forefathers. 


In the winter of 1734 the Burgesses began to light the 
streets of the town with oil lamps. Only the year before, 
namely in 1733, had Birmingham been lighted with 700 
lamps. In 1736 the Lord Mayor of London and the 
Common Council applied to Parliament for power to light 
the streets of the City in a better manner than had hitherto 
prevailed, that is at the hands of, or by the contributions | 
from individual householders. Thus Sheffield was well 
abreast of the movement. Things were modestly done at 
first, as will be seen from the payments recorded on pages 
363 and 364, but as the wants of the town grew the lamps 
were increased in number, and at length they were so 
arranged as to burn all night. 


In 1811 the feeling of the town began to manifest itself in 
favour of some extension of the powers of local government 
hitherto possessed, and there were proposals to promote an 
Improvement Act. It was not, however, until May, 1818, 
that a Bill passed through Parliament for the better watch- 
ing, lighting, and cleansing the town. Towards the cost of 
promoting this Act the Town Trustees were large contri- 
butors. In the same session a Bill passed for incorporating 
the first Sheffield Gas Light Company, and thus it happened - 
that along with the creation of Commissioners under the 
iy geen se Act, there came into existence a gas company 
to furnish gas for the public lamps. ‘The old oil lamps were 
superseded, and gas became the general illuminant. a 


Under the Police or Improvement Act the burden of light- 
ing and cleansing the streets of the town was removed from 
the funds of the Trust and placed on the general body of the

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ratepayers. This wasa considerable relief to the Trust, for 
in 1817 the scavengers had cost £105, in 1818 £52 Ios. od. 
In the same years the cost of lighting had been £266 11s. 6d. 
and £452 19s. 5d. respectively. There had, however, for 
several years been a heavy drain on the funds of the Trust 
for Parliamentary and legal charges. Two suits in Chancery, 
to which reference has already been made, dragged their slow 
length along, involving heavy expense, the chief point in 
dispute being the determination of the question with whom 
the franchise for the election of new Trustees rested. On 
the r4th June, 1827, the Royal Assent was given to an Act 
of Parliament under which it was provided that seven 
Trustees might sign deeds and leases, which formerly re- 
quired the signature of the whole body of thirteen; that the 
‘Trust estates should vest in new Trustees on their election, 
without any deed or instrument to convey them; and that 
the accounts of the Trust should be exhibited to the inhabi- 
tants yearly on the 11th May. These were important pro- 
visions, facilitating the work of the Trustees, and keeping 
them in intelligent touch with their constituents, through the 
channel of publicity. 


At the time when the relief came from the Improvement 
Act of 1818, the estates of the town were considerably in 
debt. In 1820 the Trust was owing the Collector £1707 7s. 
3d., and it was not till 1823 that a small balance appeared on 
the right side. In 1826 the income of the Trust from rents 
was £383 16s. 1d., and from other investments £962 &s. gd., 
making a total of £1346 4s. rod. Relieved of the lighting 
and cleansing charges, it became the object of the Trustees 
to use their income from time to time in widening and im- 
proving the streets of the town. Instances of this kind 
occur on almost every page of the minutes and accounts 
after 1820. As the income of the property increased, the 
views of the Trustees became broader, and the wants of the 
town seemed greater. It was then found that street widen- 
ing by negotiation and consent was a process all too slow for 
the needs of the time. Accordingly, in 1838 an Act of Par- 
ltament was procured under which the Trustees were em- 
powered to make, widen, and improve certain streets therein 
named. Powers were given for the compulsory taking of 
lands similar to those now conferred by ‘“‘ The Lands Clauses 
Consolidation Act, 1845.” It was under this Act that Queen 
street, after a long and fruitless private negotiation, was car- 
ried forward into Westbar green, and an old ‘trookery” called 
Ratten row, at the bottom of Townhead street, was abolished. 
In working out the provisions of this Act the Trustees found 
themselves crippled for want of borrowing powers, and 
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accordingly au Act was passed in 1846 enabling them to 
borrow to a moderate extent, and conferring powers also for 
making further street improvements. It was under this Act 
that Snig hill was widened. A sum of £8000 was borrowed, 
but the whole of it had been paid off out of surplus income by 
the year 1861. Jn January, 1876, after considerable negotiation 
with the Corporation, it was arranged that the Town Trustees 
should carry out the widening of Church street from St. 
James's row to Townhead street. The whole of the cost of 
this scheme had beeu defrayed out of surplus income by the 
end of the year 1894. 


The death of Mr. Samuel Bailey, one of the Trustees, on 
the 18th January, 1870, brought a great accession of wealth 
to the Trust. Under Mr. Bailey's will the Trustees came 
into possession of property of the capital value of £101,526 
tos. td., with directions to apply the income thereof ‘ for 
such objects of public utility in Sheffield, or for other 
charitable purposes (not being of an ecclesiastical nature) as 
the general annual income of the Trust funds belonging to 
them [i.z., the Town Trustees of Sheffield] as such Trustees 
in trust for the town of Sheffield are applicable.” 


The present income of the Trust, as shown by the 
accounts produced and published on the 11th May, 1897, 
is:—From ground rents, farming land, and chief rents, 
£1596 gs. 1d.; from money in Consols and other invest- 
ments, £224 8s. 6d.; from 1o River Dun shares (now 
£30,000 4 per cent. Rent Charge Stock of the Manchester, 
Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway), £1200; from the 
Bailey fund, variously invested, £3190 6s. gd. Total 
income, £6216 15s. 4d. 

Since the Police Aét of 1818 the surplus income of the 
Trust has been largely devoted to street improvements, 
but of late years the larger powers and larger schemes of 
the modern Municipal Corporation have dwarfed anything of 
that kind that could be accomplished by the Trustees. Under 
these circumstances they have turned their attention to other 
schemes of public utility. In 1890 a sum of £5000 was 
given towards the enlargement of the Sheffield Royal Hos- 
pital. In 1895 a sum of £10,000 was added to the endow- 
ment fund of Firth College, and greatly helped forward the 
movement that resulted in the incorporation by Royal 
Charter in May, 1897, of Firth College, the Medical School, 
and the Technical School, under the title of the University 
College of Sheffield. In 1896 a sum of £3000 was voted to- 
wards the addition of a nurses’ home and new ophthalmic wards 
to the Sheffield General, now the Sheffield Royal Infirmary. 
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In 1897 the Trustees undertook to purchase, for the sum of 
£5000, the Sheffield Botanical Gardens, with a view to main- 
taining them for public use, as they have power to do under 
their A&t of 1873. This scheme has not yet been completed, 
but if, and when it is, there will be thrown on the Trust 
funds the heavy charge of the annual maintenance of the 
Gardens as a beautiful open space and a public resort. 
What a boon that will be to the community may be realized 
by those who remember how many pretty spots around our 
town (raised to the rank of a city since February, 1893) have 
been covered by buildings. 


The aim of this volume has been to elucidate the ancient, 
not to narrate the modern, history of the Burgery of Shef.- 
field ; but I could not close the story without the above brief 
reference to modern times. The value of this ancient posses- 
sion of our city has been exemplified through many ages, 
and it grows more valuable with the growth of population. 
Since the constitution of the Burgery under the form of a 
Trust in 1681, and more especially since the final settlement 
of the rights of election under the Chancery Decree of 1817, 
and under the helpful provisions of the Act of Parliament 
of 1827, the affairs of the Trust have been administered with 
excellent judgment. The position of a Trustee has been 
such as to excite the legitimate ambition of our foremost 
citizens. Some of the best men of business, and men with 
the broadest views, have taken part in the management of 
the Trust, and for many years not the faintest murmur of 
complaint has been heard against the policy that has been 
catried out. Nor do I see any reason to doubt the continu- 
ance of this wise action on the part of the Trustees, nor of 
thisfenlightened appreciation on the part of the citizens.

Know ye that I have demised, granted, and delivered in fee 
farm to all my Free tenants of the town of Schefeld and their 
heirs all the tofts, lands, and holdings which they hold of me 
in the foresaid town of Schefeld, to hold and to have [the 
same|of me and my heirs to the foresaid tenants and their heirs 
with all their appurtenances belonging to the said tofts, lands, 
and holdings, within the town of Schefeld and outside, in fee 
and heredity, freely, quietly, well, and in peace, for ever, 
(provided that my free warren be not hindered by the said 
tenants or in anywise disturbed), the said tenants and their 
heirs paying yearly therefor to me and my heirs £3. 8s. gid. 
of silver, at the two terms of the year, namely, half at 
the Birthday of the Lord (Christmas), and half at the Nati- 
vity of Saint John Baptist, in discharge of all services and 
demands, reserving nevertheless to me and my heirs fealty, 
escheats, and suit of court of the said tenants. 

Furthermore, I will and grant that the court of the said 
Town of Schefeld of my foresaid tenants shall be held within 
the foresaid town every three weeks by my Bailiffs, as hitherto 
has been accustomed in the time of my ancestors. 

And if it should happen that my said tenants, or any of 
them, are to be fined for any trespass in my said court, I 
will and grant for myself and my heirs that they be fined by 
their peers, and that according to the measure of the offence.

THE COMMISSION OF CHARITABLE 
USES. 


MOST important step in the history of the Sheffield 

Burgery is that under which its character was changed 
from a community of self-governing Burgesses into a Charity 
with defined powers. The legal instruments under which 
this change was effected, I quote hereunder at length, even 
at the risk of some tediousness ; the general bearings of the 
question I treat more at large in the Introduction. It should 
be noted, however, that the Commission of Charitable 
Uses was not first issued, as has been hitherto supposed, in 
the 16th year of Charles IJ (1665), but in the 16th year of 
Charles I (1640). Thomas Earl of Strafford, who is named 
in the Commission, was beheaded 12th May, 1641, and, of the 
other gentlemen named, all, whom I can trace, were dead 
before 1665, save Richard Mountenay, who died in 1669. 


What happened, I suppose, was this: that the Court of 
Chancery, moved by a petition from Sheffield, issued the Com- 
mission of 1640. The time was one of political unrest, and in 
1642 the civil war broke out. In this confusion the affairs of 
the Sheffield Burgery were neglected for more pressing things, 
and the Commission remained a dead letter. A fresh Com- 
mission on the same lines must have been issued by Charles 
II, also on local initiative, but I have not been able to find 
any trace of it either among the papers of the Burgery or in 
the Public Record Office. During the reigns of the Stuarts 
many commissions were issued under the statute of Eliza- 
beth, to enquire into Charities in different parts of the coun- 
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try, but among them does not appear one relating to Sheffield. 
There is, however, in the Petty Bag Office the Decree made 
by such a Commission, and quoted below at page 7. The 
Commission reads thus :—

The result of these legal proceedings, which excluded the 
general body of the burgesses from the active management of 
the Town's affairs, caused much dissatisfaction, and some of 
the Tenants still refused to yield submission to the orders of 
the Court. Under these circumstances the new Trustees ap- 
pealed again to the Court of Chancery with the result that 
they obtained a writ of Injunction under the great seal, dated 
26th March, rst James II (1685) addressed to the tenants, 
and enjoining them to obey the Decree under pain of a fine 
of £100. This formidable piece of parchment with a frag- 
ment of the great seal attached is still preserved among the 
archives of the Burgery. It reads as follows :—

1 This and other entries about this time, showing that the Trustees as- 
sisted the vicar in collecting his small tithes, are curious. Of the tithes of 
Sheffield two-thirds belonged to the Duke of Norfolk, coming to him 
through the Earl of Shrewsbury, who in the reign of Edward VI. obtained 
a grant from the Crown including two third parts of the tithe of wool and 
lambs, oblations, Easter book, minute and privy tithes in the same ample 
manner as the monks of St. Anne's, Coventry, had enjoyedthem. The other 
one-third part, together with the vicarage house, at that time was the only 
emolument of the vicar. In 1732 the Duke of Norfolk's share of the tithe 
was leased to Vicar Dossie at a rent of £15 a year. Vicar Wilkinson 
bought the Duke of Norfolk's tithes towards the close of the 18th Century 
and settled them on the Vicars of Sheffield, his successors, subject toa 
charge of {10 a year for the Sheffield General Infirmary.

The 15 pages that follow are entered at the latter end of 
the first book of accounts, from folios 347 to 376, and not in 
chronological order. In arranging them for publication I 
have placed them in order of date, beginning with the Fee 
farm rents of the Lord of the Manor in 1566, and ending 
with the miscellaneous memoranda on folios 374 and 376. 
The accounts on folio 367, though dated 1566, embrace 
items extending to May, 1570, and seem to be supplemental 
to the accounts printed ante pp. 16-24. The sembly quest 
was held every year on Easter Tuesday, but the dates given 
for this sembly on pages 19 and 300 do not agree with any 
Easter Tuesday between 1548 and 1587. Perchance they 
represent the date when the money was paid, not the date 
when the sembly was held. Easter Tuesday, 1565, occurred 
on the 24th April; that of 1566 on the 16th April, and that 
of 1567 on April 1st. The assessments for November, 1569, 
and February, 1569 (70), represent the levy on the Town for 
setting forth the soldiers as related in detail on pages 300 
to 307. 

The cash received for this work is summarised on page 307. 

The Town rentals of 1595, 1599, and 1605 should be com- 
pared with that of 1565, printed at pages 13 to 15. In 1565 
the total rent was said to be £7 7s., though the figures cast 
to £7 118. 4d.; in 1595 it had risen to £8 tos. 8d.; in 1599 to

THE SEMBLY QUEST OR GREAT 
COURD LEERY 


To give some idea of the scope of the public work done by 
the Sembly Quest or Great Court Leet, yearly referred to in 
the foregoing accounts from 1565 onwards, I have extracted 
from the writings preserved in the Duke of Norfolk’s Shef- 
field estate office (by the kind permission of Mr. Ellison) the 
following record of one year’s Court. 


In the Introduction to the Manchester Court Leet Records 
it is stated that the Statute 18 Edward II., 1325, shows 
‘‘what things Stewards in Leets shall enquire into.” Among 
others were the following :— Whether all the jurors who owe 
suit to this Court be come; of purprestures [or nuisances to 
the tenants] made in lands, woods, and waters; of walls, 
houses, ditches, and hedges set up or beaten down; of bounds 
withdrawn and taken away; of ways or paths opened or 
stopped ; of waters turned or stopped or brought from their 
right course; of blood shed and of frays made; of assize of 
bread and ale; of false measures, balances, and weights ; of 
such as continually haunt taverns; of such as sleep by day 
and watch by night, and eat and drink well, and have nothing.

A booke of accounts of the Estate, stock, and revenues, be- 
longing to the freeholders, Burgasses, or freetenants, of the 
town of Sheffield in the county of York begun in the yeare 
one thousand seven hundred and seven. In the time of Mr. 


John Fox Town Collector. 
4th April 1707 

Memorandum, that according to custome within the said 
towne, the time whereof the memory of man is not to the 
contrary, at a public meeting appointed for that purpose 
whereof public notice was gave by the Bellman, the said Mr. 
John Fox was choose Town Collector by the Freeholders 
then present, there being then present five and forty free- 
holders, to continue in the said office for one year according 
to the said custom. 


And whereas alsoe according to immemorial custom within 
the said towne, there has ust to be a Townes Clerke for 
entring the towne’s accounts and other affaires belonging to 
the said Towne, and the freeholders soe often as such place 
has become vacant by the death of the said townes Clerk, or 
misdeameanour in him, have ust to elect another person in the 
said place; the said place being now vacant by the death of 
Mr. John Styreing and noe other yet chose in his stead 
according to custome, now, there being this thirteenth day of 
May 1707 ninety freeholders present at a publick meeting at 
the Townes hall, the majority of the said freeholders have 
elected Mr. Thomas Wright into the said office of Townes 
clerke. 

Memorandum, alsoe the said 13th of May Mr. Elias Wads- 
worth who last collected the rents of the Towne made his 
accounts, the freeholders aforesaid being then present, and 
the ballance remainding in his hands being thirty six pounds 
four shillings and five pence halfe penny, the same was paid 
by him into the hands of the present Collector Mr. John Fox, 
and alsoe one bond for £157 19s.

greatest noblemen.” The tax for thirty windows or more was 2os. plus 
tos., the old rate in England. The tax was much evaded by stopping up 
windows and opening them out again as soon as the assessor had made his 
assessment. The entry quoted above seems to show that the town was 
bound to make up a given fixed sum asin the case of the old fifteenths 
and tenths, and the Trustees paid the deficiency.

June, 1715, left to the Town of Sheffield £900 to purchase an annual reat 
or income for the following uses:—the income of £300 for encouraging 
writing and arithmetic to be taught at the Free School ; the income of £300 
towards the support of a minister to perform divine service in the chapel 
of the Hospital or in any other place that shall be regularly appointed for 
that use ; and the income of the other £300 to old and indigent Tradesmen 
or their widows. The testator left the disposing of his legacy to the Church 
Burgesses, the School, and Town Burgesses. After leaving some personal 
legacies the will proceeds: ‘‘ All the rest of my estate I give to Sarah, the 
daughter of Jos. and Sarah Twibell, late of Woodseats, and now the wife 
of John Wright, of Tickhill, in the County of York, cooper, except my real 
estate near Niepsend, which I give to her for life only, and after I will the 
same to the Town of Sheffield for the uses aforesaid.'"

The imprisonment of the Duke of Norfolk arose 
out of the proceedings of the Jacobites. King George opened a new 
Parliament on the oth October, 1722, when the Speech from the Throne 
informed the country that a dangerous conspiracy had been formed in 
favour of a Popish Prince, and that some of the conspirators were in the 
Tower. Distinguished among these was Bishop Atterbury, of Rochester, 
who was arrested in August. Fifteen days after the opening of Parliament 
the Duke of Norfolk was sent to the Tower, and after a detention of 
about eight months was released without trial. See Lord Stanhope’s 
History of England from the Peace of Utrecht to 1783. In connection 
with these events there is a curious letter from the Duke of Norfolk to Mr. 
Shirburne, his agent, dated 12th Nov., 1723. It is in the British Museum, 
Add. MSS. 27538, folio 407, and reads as follows ;— 

NORFOLK TO SHIRBURN, 

Shirburn,—Having writ to you some time ago and not having received 
from you any letter since, makes me fear that my last letter to you never 
came, but was stopt at the post house as some of mine have been. It was 
to inform you that I had very good advice that we that had registered were 
not by this new act or any other obliged to register again, and that there- 
fore I would not have you doe it. I have great raison to believe that my 
baile will be discharged the last day of this term, and though it is no great 
trouble to me to apear twice every term I should be glad not to be obliged 
todo it. I think itis high time to show my resentment to Mr. Dossie for 
his insolence to me when the bells rung for my relaisement; if you dont 
apprehend any ill consequence I would have you pay him no more the 
voluntary allowance I give him yearly, for though his Insolence be what I 
dont value—I would have him know, and others, that I am not afraid of 
discontinuing my favours to those that act so disrespectfully to me.—I 
remain, your friend, NoRFOLK.

conscience. The time and expense of obtaining this summary redress are 
very inconsiderable, which makes it a great benefit to trade. And there- 
upon divers trading towns and other districts have obtained acts of parlia- 
ment, for establishing in them Courts of Conscience upon nearly the same 
plan as that in the City of London.'' The Sheffield Burgery seems to 
have contemplated the establishment of such a Court.

ADDENDA. 


TRUELOVE’S GUTTER. 


Truelove's gutter, referred to on page 239 and frequently elsewhere in 
these accounts, appears, from an old rate book of 1799, to be the street now 
called Waingate. There were 50 assessments in it at that date. The 
rate books are laid out in the order in which the collectors made their 
rounds. Coming up the left hand side of Water lane, the collector turned 
to the left along Castle street, then down Castle green to Dunhill, then 
up Castle green to the point where the Black Rock public house and the 
Court House now stand. Then comes Truelove's gutter, then Castlefold, 
and then the collector returns along the south side of Castle street. On 
this plan Truelove’s gutter represents the street we now call Waingate. 


THE Town’s Map oF 1780. 


The plan -f the central portion of Sheffield, made up in this volume to 
face the title page, is founded on a survey made by William Fairbank in 
the year 1771. Mr. Flockton, the Surveyor to the Town Trustees and to 
the Twelve Capital Burgesses, has been good enough to indicate on the 
plan the plots of ground held respectively by those two bodies about 
the year 1780, as shown by the old surveys, in their possession. [t should 
be borne in mind that the properties thus marked have been subject to 
modifications, by exchange and by sale under compulsory powers, so that 
the boundaries marked in the plan are not necessarily coincident with 
those at present existing. It will be noticed that many of the pieces are 
long narrow strips, as in the Crofts, Fargate, High street, Bull stake, and 
Waingate ; others are small detached fragments, as the holdings of the 
Town Trustees in Westbar green, the Town head, Balm green, and the 
Isle. This configuration seems to me strongly to support the theory that 
these properties were strips in the common fields devoted by the original 
village community to public purposes. There were, of course, some 
bequests for pious uses before the Reformation, but in the main the pro- 
perties are older than written title deeds. 
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
